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PUBLICITY IN FOOD AND DRUG 
HEARINGS, 


In view of the many inquiries which 
have been received by the Department 
of Agriculture with regard to the con- 
ditions under which the hearings before 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
are to be held, it is evident that manu- 
facturers in certain lines are apprehen- 
Sive that the publicity which may be 
given their affairs will be quite as in- 
jurious to their interests as would be 
adverse decisions upon questions pre- 
sented. The Secretary of Agriculture 
in a statement given out this week un- 
dertakes to reassure parties interested 
but he does not clear up all doubts in 
the matter. He says in part:— 

“The Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion is now conducting hearings at which 
those who desire to discuss questions over 
which the Board has jurisdiction are 
given an opportunity to be heard. Such 
hearings are public. In case the hear- 
ings relate to manufacturing details, i. e., 
to those questions commonly called 
‘trade secrets,’ such hearings must of ne- 
cessity be conducted privately. Beside 
the above hearings, the Board also sits 
in executive sessions at stated intervals 
for the discussion of questions arising in 
the enforcement of the food and drugs 
act. These executive sessions are private. 
The hearings based upon alleged violations 
of the food and drugs act, which are held 
by the Board, are not conducted privately 
as indicated in Regulation 5a of the rules 
and regulations for the enforcement of 
the food and drugs act.” 

The closing sentence of the secreta- 
ry’s statement is ambiguous and, nat- 
urally, will lead to much misunder- 
standing regarding the whole subject. 
The paragraph of the regulations which 
he refers to reads as follows:— 

“(a) When the examination or analysis 
shows that the provisions of the food and 
drugs act, June 30, 1906, have been vio- 
lated, notice of that fact, together with 
a copy of the findings, shall be furnished 






OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


PORTO RICO BAY RUM CAN- 
NOT BE TAXED. 


Again the perplexing Porte Rico bay 
rum question has been thrashed out in 
the courts and again the Government 
has failed in an effort to enforce an 
internal revenue tax of $1.10 per proof 
gallon on the Porto Rican product. The 
second test case, that of E. Harold 
Newhall, of Boston, vs. Charles W. 
Anderson, United States Internal Rev- 
enue Collector, has within a few days 
been decided adversely to the Govern- 
ment by Judge Hough in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Second 
District of New York, the full text of 
whose decision will be found in the 
news column of this issue. There are 
two other test cases pending, but now 
that a Federal Judge has for the sec- 
ond time, upon exactly the same prem- 
ises, ruled in favor of the importers, it 
is hardly likely that the Government 
will proceed with the matter further in 
the courts. The only remedy left for 
the extraordinary condition established 
by the two court decisions, is legisla- 
tion, and as Congress will not meet for 
some time, it may be supposed that 
meanwhile considerable business in bay 
rum will be done between Porto Rico 
and the mainland of the United 
States. 

The history of the bay rum tangle is 
sufficiently recent to be fresh in the 
memory of the readers of this paper. 
The Foraker act provided that all im- 
portations from Porto Rico should be 
duty free. It also provided, however, 
that such Porto Rican goods as were 
subject to an internal tax in this coun- 
try should, upon importation to main- 
land, pay an equivalent tax before 
passing the custom house. In this way 
rum, tobacco and cigars were assessed. 
But it so happens that bay rum as 
such, in this country, is not subject to 
internal taxes, although the alcohol, 
which is its chief component part, had 
previously paid tribute at the rate of 
$1.10 per proof gallon. The Internal 
Revenue officials assessed the Porto 
Rico product at this rate, on the quan- 
tity of distilled spirit it contained. The 
importers paid, but later some of them 
brought suit to recover, and now two 
judges in separate instances have de- 
cided in their favor, so far as the ille- 
gality of the tax was concerned, but in 
the first case no refund was allowed as 
the tax had been voluntarily paid, and 
in such cases no repayment is possible. 
The Government's contention was that 
“all products of distillation by whatever 
name known, which contain distilled 
spirits of alcohol on which the tax im- 
posed by law has not been paid, shall 
be considered and taxed as distilled 
spirits.” This contention was not up- 
held by Judge Hough, whose decision 
in no important particular differs from 
that rendered by Judge Thomas in the 
similar case tried at the close of last 
year. 

When this former decision was ren- 
dered, the Payne bill was introduced to 
Congress, which sought to legalize the 
impost of an internal tax on Porto Rico 
bay rum equivalent to $1.10 per proof 
gallon for the alcohol which it con- 
tained, and the Committee on Ways 
and Means reported favorably on the 
measure. But a minority report against 
it was also presented and Congress ad- 
journed without taking action. 

The signers of the minority report 
asserted that as alcohol paid an inter- 
nal tax in Porto Rico equal to about 
$1.10 per proof gallon, the article should 
not again be assessed when coming 
into this country. No one seemed to 
be in a position to dispute this asser- 
tion, yet it was afterwards learned that 
only such alcohol is taxed in Porto Rico 
as is actually consumed in the island, 
and that that which is intended for ex- 
port is merely bonded in a warehouse 
until ready for shipment, and pays no 
duty at all. It does seem strange, to 
say the least, that any member of the 
committee should have been ignorant 
of the true situation at the time the 
minority report was presented, and 
there is little doubt, therefore, that the 
failure of Congress to act was directly 
the result of this ignorance, which 
seems almost unexplainable. 

In the issue of the Reporter of May 6, 
we called attention editorially, and in 
the news columns, to the extraordinary 





to the party or parties from whom the 
sample was obtained or who executed the 
guaranty as provided in the food and 
drugs act, June 30, 196, and a date shall 
be fixed at which such party or parties 
may be heard before the Secretary of 

Agriculture, or such other official con- 

nected with the food and drug inspection 

service as may be commissioned by him 
for that purpose. The hearings shall be 
had at a place, to be designated by the 

Secretary of Agriculture, .most_conveni- 
ent for all parties concerned. hese hear- 

ings shall be private and confined to 
questions of fact. The parties interested 

therein may appear in person or by at- 
torney and may propound proper interro- 
gatories and submit oral or written evi- 
dence to show any fault or error in the 
findings of the analyst or examiner. The 
Secretary of Agriculture may order a re- 
examination of the sample or have new 
samples drawn for further examination.” 

It will be noted that this regulation 
provides for hearings based upon al- 
leged violations of the food and drugs 
act to be held before the Secretary of 
Agriculture ‘‘or such other official con- 
nected with the food and drug inspec- 
tion service as may be commissioned 
by him for that purpose’’—a designa- 
tion that clearly covers the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection—and stipu- 
iates that ‘‘these hearings shall be pri- 
vate and confined to questions of fact.” 
Nevertheless the secretary states that 
such hearings are “not conducted pri- 
vately.” In explanation of this appar- 
ent inconsistency, Dr. Wiley, chairman 
of the Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion, stated to a representative of the 
Reporter that the hearings referred to 
by the secretary are not the same as 
those covered by Regulation 5 (a). In 
our opinion there seems to be good rea- 
son to believe that the chairman of the 
board and the Secretary of Agriculture 
either do not understand each other or 
do not place the same construction 
upon the regulations that is given to 
them by the officials of the Treasury 
Department and the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, who cooperated 
with Dr. Wiley in framing the code 
which received the approval of the 
three secretaries and which is para- 
mount to any regulation, which may be 
drawn either by the Secretary of Agrt- 
culture or by any officials whom he 
may designate for that purpose. It 
would appear to us that the joint juris- 
diction of the three departments over 
the execution of the pure food and drug 
law is being ignored by the officials of 
the Department of Agriculture, anda 
there is reason to fear that some of the 
important steps taken in the enforce- 
men of the law may be nullified when 
tested in the courts because the tech- 
nicalities of the statute have not been 
closely observed. 

Referring to the subject of “trade 
secrets,’ which is a somewhat vague 
and comprehensive term, we wunder- 
stand that the Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection, at the beginning of each 
hearing, will listen to a statement from 
the parties desiring to be heard as to 
whether the hearing should be private 
for the protection of exclusive process- 
es or other methods of manufacture 
that might come under the general 
head of ‘trade secrets.’’ We are reli- 
ably informed that the board at all 
times decide as to the publicity of the 
hearings and manufacturers intending 
to appear before it will do well to for- 
tify themselves along the lines indi- 
cated, 

A manufacturer who was in Wash- 
ington last week in connection with a 
case pending befére the Department 
made the following comment on this 
phase of the subject:— 


“It is, of course, a well known fact 
that many so-called ‘trade secrets’ are no 
secrets at all and that the good will of 
many important and profitable enterprises 
is based upon the general impression on 
the part of competitors and the public 
that secret processes are employed when 
such is not the case. Nevertheless the 
mere publication of the fact that special 
processes are not used might work seri- 
ous injury to the business referred to. It 
may be assumed that the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection will keep these con- 
siderations in mind as they are undoubt- 
edly of much importance from a com- 
mercial standpoint.” 


We would suggest to the board for 
the protection of the public that the 
widest publicity be given to those cases 
where infractions of the law have been 
proven but that when the hearing 
shows that the Department officers 
and not the manufacturer have been 
at fault, the papers and the proceed- 
ings should be jealously kept secret. 
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possibilities the decision in the bay 
rum cases opened. If the alcohol in 
bay rum imported from Porto Rico can- 
not be taxed, it follows thai no tax, 
either customs or internal revenue, 
can be levied on any drug or prepara- 
tion coming from the same place, even 
though its main component part was 
distilled spirits. This fact places Porto 
Rico in a most enviable position, and 
gives her trade advantages, which if 
not cancelled by legislative measures, 
would give her a practical monopoly of 
the drug manufacturing business of 
the United States, when the use of 
grain alcohol is required. American 
manufacturers would either have to re- 
tire from the manufacture of prepara- 
tions containing alcohol, or remove 
their plants to Porto Rico, from whence 
they could ship their goods, duty free, 
to all parts of the mainland of this 
country. Such a possibility, however, 
is of course, not to be considered, as no 
doubt Congress will quickly settle the 
matter next session by the passage of 
the Payne bill, or some _ substitute 
measure of equal force, that will place 
the Porto Rican merchant and manu- 
facturers on the same level as Amer- 
icans occupying the mainland.

MODIFIED RULES REQUIRED 
FOR DENATURED ALCOHOL. 


In the last issue of The Reporter we 
referred to the decrease in the con- 
sumption of denatured alcohol, which 
has been in a great measure attributed 
to vexatious regulations in regard to 
its distribution. It was then an- 
nounced that dealers and consumers 
were moving to secure the severing of 
some of the red tape with which the 
measure has been bound about and 
that the Committee of Manufacturers 
responsible for the passage of the orig- 
inal law was aiding their efforts. The 
news now reaches us from Washington 
that this committee has brought the 
matter to the attention of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau at aé_ée conference 
held last week at the Treasury De- 
partment at which certain important 
amendments to the existing code of 
regulations were suggested and ap- 
parently met with the tacit approval 
of the Government officials. It was 
the aim of the committee to show that 
the present regulations were unneces- 
sarily burdensome, especially to the 
dealer and that if some of the restric- 
tions were removed, more liberal use of 
spirits would follow without encourag- 
ing fraud or entailing loss of revenue, 

The chief concern of the manufac- 
turers was to secure an amendment 
doing away with the existing rule that 
provides for an elaborate system of 
records and reports from retail drug- 
gists, and which has prevented many 
of this desirable class of distributors 
from handling the article. 

In a brief filed by the committee with 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
attention was called to the intentien of 
Congress that denatured alcohol for 
heating, lighting and motor fuel pur- 
poses should be sold as freely as any 
other article of commerce, and that 
the laws governing the production and 
denaturing of the product before it 
reaches the distributor are sufficient 
protection in themselves against any 
possible fraud and that after its re- 
ceipt by the wholesaler the only con- 
cern of the Government need have 
would be to trace it when necessary to 
its ultimate purchaser. 

The contention is well taken, as the 
only presumable reason why an elabor- 
ate record of sales should be demanded 
of the retailer is that the Government 
might thereby detect any attempt on 
the part of consumers to purify the 
denatured product. But after all, there 
does not appear to be any reasonable 
grounds for such fear, A customer of 
a retail druggist or a grocer handling 
denatured spirits would hardly be 
likely to attempt the difficult process of 
extracting the denaturant for the sake 
of securing a small quantity of pure 
spirits when he could much more 
readily and at less expense distil his 
ewn alcohol from corn, molasses, pota- 
tees or waste farm products. Then 
again, as also pointed out by the Com- 
mittee, the regulations governing the 
use of alcohol in fortifying sweet wines 
might be taken as a precedent. This 








law which permits of the use of un- 
taxed alcohol for the purpose named, 
has been in force for more than sixteen 
years and under its provisions some 
three to four million gallons of un- 
taxed alcohol are annually consumed. 
The wines containing as much as twen- 
ty per cent, of alcohol have been freely 
sold in large quantities by all sorts of 
wholesale and retail distributors dur- 
ing all these years without any record 
of sales or without any apparent need 
of same. The hampering of denatured 
spirits therefore by the existing regu- 
lations would seem to be without sub- 
stantial reason, and serves only to 
seriously restrict the distribution of the 
product. Stress is also laid upon the 
fact that though the German system of 
denatured alcohol was adopted as far 
back as 1879 practically no cases of 
fraud through purification have been 
discovered. 

The Internal Revenue officials were 
much impressed with these arguments 
and it seems not at all unlikely that a 
revision of the regulations will be made 
that will prove satisfactory to the drug 
trade.

It is stated in Norfolk, Va., that ow- 
ing to the highly gratifying and suc- 
cessful test of an oil extracting press, 
invented by J. J. McNally, of this 
city, made before the delegates to the 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Convention, it Is 
expected a company of local capitalists 
will be formed for the manufacture of 
these presses. It is claimed that the 
invention of Mr. MeNally’s will do 
away entirely with the old hydraulic 
press, inasmuch as one machine will 
do the work of three of the older type 
and do away with labor in the press 
room, The invention of Mr. McNally’s 
is for extracting oil from cotton seed, 
flax, fish and vegetable oil of all kinds, 
as well as from slaughter house pro- 
ducts. 


The Bradley Fertilizer Company of 
Boston, recently purchased 12,000 acres 
of rich phosphate land located in the 
southwestern portion of Polk county, 
Fla., from the Consolidated Land Com- 
pany of Jacksonville, for a considera- 
tion of about $600,000. W. F. Coachman, 
W. J. Hillman and J. A. Cranford are 
among the principal stockholders in the 
Jacksonville company. 


The bureau of equipment of the Navy 
Department has decided in order to de- 
termine the relative efficiency of oil 
and coal as fuel for warships, to equip 
the monitor Wyoming with apparatus 
which will permit the burning of oil. 
For some time the department hag had 
in mind thorough experiments with oil 
as fuel, and preliminary investigations 
along this line have given the officials 
reason to believe that a thorough test 
will prove oil far more satisfactory 
fuel, from many points of view, than 
coal. At any rate, they believe it will 
show an improvement over the soft 
coal that is generally used on warships. 
After making preliminary cruises out 
from Mare Island, the Wyoming will 
set out for a long-distance test, Hawail 
being the objective point. 

The British Chamber of Commerce, at 
Paris, calls the attention of British 
shippers to the importance of accu- 
rately classifying their goods for the 
French customs, and the same caution 
would apply to American shippers. 
The customs authorities of France, it 
appears, do not rectify errors of this 
kind; they simply impose fines. Nor 
is it enough for the exporter to study 
the French tariff, since that “bristles 
with exceptions,” and it is necessary 
also to poré over the explanatory notes 
of the customs administration and the 
decisions of the consultative commit- 
tee, which are contained ‘‘in several 
large volumes.’ Even if the exporter 
be in possession of these tomes, it is 
stated, “they require a considerable 
amount of practice to understand their 
involved and intricate explanations.” 
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Government Loses Second Bay Rum 


Test Case. 
OF NEWHALL VS. 
HOUGH OF UNITED STATES 
COURT, NEW YORK, DE- 
CIDES THAT NO INTERNAL TAX 
MAY BE COLLECTED ON 
PORTO RICAN BAY RUM 


IN SUIT ANDERSON 
JUDGE 
CIRCUIT 


That bay rum imported into this coun- 
try from Porto Rico is admissible free 
from internal revenue tax on the spirits 
therein contained is the essence of a re- 
cent decision rendered by Judge Hough of 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
second district of New York in the suit 
of E. Harold Newhall, of Boston, against 
Charles W. Anderson, United States In- 
ternal Revenue Collector for the district 
for the recovery of the amount of the tax 
paid under protest. On behalf of the 
plaintiff it was contended that the mer- 
chandise in question was on the same 
basis as goods of domestic manufacture 
and as there was no specfic tax on bay 
rum in this country, the article imported 
from the isiand possession should be 
equally free from duty. The defense 
urged the plea that the bay rum from 
Porto Rico was within the purview of 
statutes imposing a tax on the alcohol 
contained therein and that the purpose of 
the Foraker bill to establish equality be- 
tween the products of the United States 
and of Porto Rico would be dereated if 
the article in question from the latter 
were permitted to avoid the tax imposed 
on the same goods of home origin. Judge 
Hough's decision follows:— 

“It is provided by the Act of April 12, 1900 
(commonly known as the Foraker bill), that 
‘upon articles of merchandise of Porto Rican 
manufacture’ there shall be assessed a tax 
equal to the internal revenue tax imposed 
in the United States upon the like articles 
of merchandise of domestic manufacture. 

“The plaintiff having imported from Porto 
Rico certain bay rum has been compelled 
after due protest to pay a tax, not upon 
the bay rum but upon the alcohol therein con- 
tained, the Treasury Department holding that 
while ‘no internal revenue tax is imposed 
on bay rum as such, a tax is imposed upon 
the spirits therein contained’ (Int. Rev. Do. 
404 of 1901). The statutes imposing the tax 
here in question are asserted to be Rev. 
State 3248 and Sec. 48 of Cap. 34 of 1894 
amending Rev. Stat. 3251. 

‘It being admitte’ that there is 
ternal revenue tax upon bay rum 
and that bay rum is an article of 
dise and aiso a manufactured article of mer 
chandise, it appears to me that the plain 
language of the Foraker bill requires a di- 
rection in favor of the plaintiff 

“The act as first above quoted 
the last statute on the subject and what it 
plainly requires must be observed, It may 
be true that it was the purpose of that act 
to produce equality between American and 
Porto Rican producers, but if apt words 
have not been used for that purpose, the 
assumed existence of the purpose furnishes 
no reason for straining the meaning of the 
werds that were employed. 

“The words are to be 
their plain but in their commercial mean- 
ing, and it is not to be doubted that when 
a merchant speaks of bay rum, he means & 
thing which is wholly different from the ‘dia- 
tilled spirits, spirits, alcohol and alcoholic 
spirits’ attempted to be defined by Rev. Stat. 
3248. It follows that as there is no in- 
ternal revenue in the United States upon bav 
rum as bay rum, there is no tax upon the 
like article when of Porto Rican manufacture 
and imported into the United States from 
that island. 

“Turning to the contention of the defendant, 
I can not agree that bay rum is either a 
lilution or a mixture of distilled spirits within 
the meaning of Sec. 3248.

SECURING THE SERUM. 


The diphtheria remedy, liquid and solid, 
is obtained from the blood of horses which 
have been rendered immune by gradually 
increasing doses of bacteria-freed diph- 
theria toxin. The diphtheria remedy is 
tested by government officials for its 
antitoxine potency and freedom from 
germs, at the Royal Institute for Exper- 
imental Therapy. The diphtheria-serum 
horses are made immune by subcutaneous 
injections of diphtheria poison in grad- 
ually increasing quantities. Their blood 
yields, after separating from it the cor- 
puscles, the diphtheria serum, which at 
the end of the manufacturing process is 
examined concerning its strength and 
which is afterwards sent for re-examina- 
tion to the control station. 

When the horse has been made im- 
mune, a small quantity of blood is taken 
from it. The blood is left in a cylinder 
for twenty-four hours until it coagulates 
afterwards with the aid of the ‘‘egouteur’ 
the serum is separated from the blood 
corpuscles, the latter remaining in the 
sieve.

The filling of the serum into 
bottles and the bottling for export is done 
with a “‘burette,’’ which is in direct con- 
nection with the glass, in which the 
serum is kept, and it is supplied in the 
strengths of 300, 500, and 1,000 units of 
“immunization.”’ Diphtheria serum can 
only be obtained by the public under a 
physician’s prescription, through an 
apothecary, it being sold at the retail 
prices of 16.6, 35.7, 53.5, 73.8, and 45.2 cents, 
and $1.19 per dose, according to the 
strength of the dose; that is, in strengths 
of from 200 to 2,000 units of “immuniza- 
tion’’ per cubic centimeter.

cose Company. Mr. Bedford said that 
this change was due to the better mar- 
kets in the West and the fact that corn 
could be bought cheaper nearer the 
source of production. The local plant 
will, however, continue to manufacture 
mainly for the export trade. 

Mr. Bedford said that it is the plan to 
increase the efficiency and output of the 
Waukegan (Ill.) and Pekin (Ill.) plants. 
The work now under way will add 15,000 
bushels daily to its capacity. 

“Our plan will be,’’ said Mr. Bedford, 
“to increase the output of the Western 
plants. On account of the lack of ade- 
quate water supply at Summit, near Chi- 
cago, we have not decided to build there, 
but in the meantime we have not given 
up the option on the site. The option has 
been extended until we have ascertained 
if there can be found sufficient water 
supply. We are now sinking another 
artesian well.

Prof 
Gould is geologist in the university and 
has made auite a study of the reoloet- 
eal conditions existing in Oklahoma 
and has located some of the best pro- 
ducing oil wells in Indian Territory. 


At a depth of 1,500 feet, the Telegraph 
Oil Company of Fullerton, Cal., tapped 
an oil-bearing strata in Telegraph 
canyon. Several gas pockets have been 
encountered and the indications are 
for a good producer. The drill is being 
sent down to lower depths. 


A crew of 45 men has arrived at Mc- 
Kinney, Tex., from Dustin, I. T., for 
work in laying the pipe line for oil, 
etc., being laid from near Tulsa, I, T., 
to South Texas. Ten carloads of pipe 
recently unloaded here are being taken 
west of town where the line is to run, 
and the work of laying the pipe through 
Collin county will be pushed forward. 


Considerable interest is manifested in 
a company which is prospecting for oil 
in the vicinity of Nederland, Tex. 
They have had an expert on the 
ground twice during the past week and 
he claims to have found fine indications 
of a bed of oil running near this place 
and covering a distance of more than 
a mile long. Work will be commenced 
on a well just as soon as leases can 
be drawn. The company is composed 
of parties who have put their own 
money into the company, and there is 
plenty of capital to make a thorough 
test without asking for any outside 
capital. 


The Cuba, N. Y. Petroleum Co., 
which recently leased 2,300 acres in the 
Short Tract oil field, drilled in a well 
recently which many pronounce the 
best in the field. The drill passed 
through both sands—seven feet of the 
upper strata and eight feet of the 
lower strata and the well filled 500 feet. 
It has not yet been determined how 
many barrels the well will produce, 
but it is so good that it will not be 
shot. Pumping will commence as soon 
as the apparatus arrives. The company 
is drilling two other wells in the Bird- 
sall field five miles southeast of pres- 
ent developments. 


Captain Menardi, D. J. Kennedy, I. H. 
Kent, R. L. Douglass, James Smitten, 
J. W. Frank and H. L. Burchell have 
just organized a company with a cap- 
ital of $1,500,000 to make producing 
wells in the neighborhood of Lovelands, 
N. C., which gives abundant signs of 
extensive petroleum deposits. The re- 
sults of the development of the oil 
fields are awaited with great interest 
because of the realization that if pe- 
troleum is found in considerable quan- 
tities the vital problem of fuel for min- 
ing and milling operations will be 
solved, and the value of every mine 
and prospect will be multiplied many 
times. 


Both the Texas and the Gulf pipe 
line companies of Indian Territory 
have completed 199 miles on their lines 
to the Gulf on the north end, and the 
rapid progress is stimulating the oil 
business in the Glenn Pool district. The 
operators believe now that by the time 
they can sink new wells and bring in 
new production, these pipe lines will 
be ready to take their oil. Most oil 
men believe this will result in an in- 
erease in price of ofl and they are get- 
ting as much in storage as they can. 
An order for steel tanks was placed bv 
Georgen W. Barnes of this place for 35 
tanks that will hold 35.000 barrels each. 
or a total of 1,125,000 barrels of oil. 


On Parrish and Tevebaugh runs. fn 
Lincoln district, Marion county, W. Va.. 
the Philadelphia Company has mapped 
out a good deal of test work. Tt has 
made locations on the Martin. Kellar, 
Davis, Jackson, Hess and Fourtney 
farms. On Little Bingamon Creek, in 
the same district, the Carnegie Natural 
Gas Company Is getting active. Tt is 
rigging up on the @L. T. Jett farm and 
building a rig on the Jessie V. Martin 
and has made a Iocation on the Isaac 
May farm. On Davis run the same 
company Is starting a test on the Calvin 
Conway farm. On Big Bingamon Creek, 
Mannineton district, the same com- 
pany is starting a test on the FE. E. 
Mason farm. 


The adiacent oil fields to Muskogee 
Tndian ‘Territory. will he develoned 
this summer far beyond the expecta- 
tions of Muskogee people. as unusuat 
activity is being shown hv oil onera- 
tors at this time. The initial well of 
the Creek Oil Company. which was re- 
snonsible for the discovery of the 
Muskogee field. has heen cleaned out 
and is still flowing. Tts production will 
exceed two hundred barrels per day. 
Success well No. 1 has exceeded the 
most sanguine hopes of its owners and 
is steadily flowing oil to the amount of 
°°) harrels per day. This is the closest 
well to the pioneer well of the Creek 
Oil Company, and is practically the 
same well in production. 


A revort from Bolivar, N. Y., savs: 
“The Potter Gas Comnany’s No. 1 well 
on the Rall farm at Fast Hebron, Pa., 
which has been plaved for a mystery. 
turns out to be a 10-barrel well. There 
was no eas in the regular gas forma- 
tion, but helow it oil was found, there 
heine 12 feet of rich oil sand. This 
well is Ineated 3.000 feet from the Cum- 
mines O11 & Gas Company’s big gasser 
on the Terwilliger farm. Other wells 
are to he put down. It Is believed that 
a rich but narrow oil pool will he 
opened. A. C. Smyth has finished a 
two-harrel well on the Brown farm at 
Richburg. A. T. Kelley & Co. have 
purchased the Greene farm lease in the 
town of Bolivar and are preparing to 
drill.” 


At Creola, eight miles to the south- 
west of Muskogee, I. T., on the Mem- 
phis, Oklahoma and Gulf Railroad, a 
well is down 1,200 feet, which is show- 
ing an unusual strong current of gas. 
It is estimated that this well is produc- 
ing at least a million cubic feet of gas 
per day, all efforts to cap the well to 
save the gas having been futile. There 
is every indication of oil and if found 
in connection with the strong flow of 
gas, one of the greatest gushers in the 
Southwest is almost certain. 


In the Oblong district, Crawford 
county, Ill., are several good wells: 
Linden Oil Company, 500 barrels; Ken- 
nedy & Co., 300 barrels; Daisy Oil Com- 
pany, 300 barrels; the American Oil 
Company, 350 barrels; Caldwell & Sons, 
300 barrels; Mashuta Oil Company, 350 
barrels; Ohio Oil Company, 350 barrels. 
In Martin township, southwest of here, 
the Ohio Oil Company has a well that 
produces close to 500 barrels; Barnsdall 
& Co. have a 750-barrel producer. Wells 
of 200 to 300 barrels capacity are com- 
mon. These large producers are in- 
creasing the output of oil in these 
fields rapidly, and pipe lines are not 
large enough, even with recent ex- 
tensions, to handle more than _ two- 
thirds of the production. 


A report from Bolivar, N. Y., says: 
“A fair oil producer on the Lockwood 
lot at Granger, N. Y., has been com- 
pleted by Stearns & Argue of Buffalo. 
A good producer is the No. 2 well 
owned by Crandall & Ricker on the 
Van Nostrand farm at Short Tract. 
A successful test well has been com- 
pleted by the Cuba Petroleum Company 
on Holliday farm in Granger. Six 
miles of pipe has been ordered for the 
Producers’ Pipe Line, to be run from 
the wells in the Granger oil field to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad at Fillmore, 
where the oil will be loaded on tank 
ears. It is expected that the new line 
will be ready in a month. It will be 
a gravity line with a fall from Short 
Tract to Fillmore of about 300 feet.’’ 


Radical changes in the present lease 
rules and regulations governing the de- 
velopment of oil lands in Indian Ter- 
ritory, were demanded in a resolution 
passed by the Mid-Continent Oil Pro- 
ducers’ Association, in its annual meet- 
ing recently. The present lease was 
gone over piece by piece at the meeting 
and changes were recommended in 
every paragraph. The oil men will pre- 
sent a resolution by a committee to 
Secretary Garfield next week. Briefly 
the form of the lease asked by the oil 
men is like the one used in Pennsyl- 
vania for thirty years. Oil men say 
this form has been used in 500,000 con- 
tracts and that only 100 law suits have 
resulted. The association voted to 
maintain permanent headquarters in 
Tulsa, and will open offices here at 
once, 


A message was received from J, D. 
Cleary at the Piderds Pintas, Tex., 
stating that their well was flowing and 
several persons from here who went up 
on the morning train report that the 
well was flowing a steady stream of 
probably several hundred barrels per 
day. The oil was mixed with some 
water and the drillers are trying to cut 
this off. The land in that vicinity is 
still held at a high figure and many 
owners are unwilling to sell at all, stat- 
ing that their land is not on the mar- 
ket. On the other hand, there is quite 
a demand for land out there. Many 
new leases have been made within the 
past month and several new rigs will 
be at work within the next few days. 
The great difficulty that has to be put 
up with is inability to get machinery, 
etc., delivered promptly. 


The prospects for a pool near Holli- 
days cove, in Brook county, W. Va., 
are improving and promises to become 
the leading attraction in the lower 
southwest fields. C. Ferguson & Co. 
discovered this pool and have now 
drilled in their fourth test and have 
the best show of any drilled. It is on 
the C. W. Owing’s farm, 500 feet south 
of the producer on the McKim farm. 
The new strike is good for 65 barrels a 
day natural and will probably do 100 
barrels when given a shot. The new 
well will give Ferguson & Co. a pro- 
duction of 250 barrels a day in the new 
development. On McElroy Creek, Mc- 
Clellan district, Doddridge county, the 
South Penn Oil Company’s No. 5 on the 
John A. Davis farm is a good producer. 
Since it was drilled into the Big Injun 
pay Friday morning it has been flow- 
ing at the rate of 10 barrels an hour, 


Oil Lease Inspector Creager reports 
that there has been an important de- 
velopment in a new oil field two miles 
east of Delaware, Indian Territory, in 
the Cherokee Nation. The Delaware 
Improvement Company has brought in 
a new well in that district that is pro- 
ducing 600 barrels of oil per day. And 
the most remarkable feature about it is 
that it is on lang that had been con- 
demned by oil men as not having anv 
oil. Other new wells have been started. 
An entirely new development is also 
reported from Tahlequah. The Home 
Oil and Gas Company of Tahleauah 
has been organized and will drill 10 
test wells around the old Cherokee cap- 
ital. This is purely a wildcat proposi- 
tion. There has never been an oil well 
drilled there, and Tahlequah is 40 miles 
from any developed oil property. John 
J. Shea of Bartlesville and other promi- 
nent oil operators are interested in thie 
deyelopment and are backing it.

Despite the unfavorable weather that 
has prevailed during the week, specifi- 
cations against outstanding contracts 
for the various lead products continued 
to be freely received, and a good 
volume of new business was booked, 
Prices rule steady throughout, and not- 
withstanding the fact that a decline of 
25 points was recorded in the price of 
the basic metal, manufacturers state 
that there will be no revision in values 
for at least 30 days, Demand for mixed 
paints has shown some falling off un- 
der the continued unsettled weather 
conditions. With hardly an exception 
local manufacturers declare that the 
volume of business done since January 
1 is fully 20 per cent. less than that 
transacted during the corresponding 
period of last year. Painters’ strikes 
continue in several New York and New 
Jersey towns. The call for metallic 
paints on contract orders has been 
light. Trading in dry colors assumed 
small proportions, but values have un- 
dergone no quotable change. Whiting 
continues in active demand, and in 
spite of the heavy shipments being 
made there are many customers im- 
patiently awaiting deferred deliveries. 
Manufacturers of barytes are slowly 
catching up on contract orders. China 
clay and tale continue in fairly good 
demand, whereas fuller’s earth and 
terra alba remain quiet. There is no 
abatement in the firm’ position of 
kauri and Manila gums, and prices are 
fully maintained on all grades, though 
demand has been light. Damars re- 
main stationary. Pontianak gum as a 
reasonable substitute for kauri is being 
looked into by many of the large var- 
nish makers. Gilsonite is active. 


White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—While no marked 
change has taken place it may be said 
that some little check in the develop- 
ment of new business is noticeable. 
Specifications on contract orders con- 
tinue to come in freely, and shipments 
by the mills are heavy. Values are 
firmly maintained on the basis of 6% 
@7c. for dry lead, 74@7'%c. for lead in 
oil, 95@10c. for English lead in oil, ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of sale. 

RED LEAD.—The volume of new 
business done in American red lead 
during the past week continued of good 
proportions, and heavy withdrawals on 
outstanding contracts had a tendency 
to keep stocks in the hands of makers 
at a low level. Prices are firm on the 
basis of 74%4@7%c., as to quantity a 
terms of sale. Foreign red lead con- 
tinued in fair demand and values rule 
steady at 84@8éc., as to quantity and 
terms of sale. Only a limited jobbing 
demand is noted for English glass- 
makers’ grades, but prices are un- 
changed on the basis of 84@84c., ac- 
cording to quantity and terms of sale. 

LITHARGE. — The demand from 
large consumers, with the exception of 
glass manufacturers, continues active, 
and the market for powdered is firmly 
sustained on the basis of 74@7%c., as 
to quantity and terms of sale. English 
glassmakers’ grades remain quiet at 
84%4,@814c., as to quantity and terms of 
sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Demand has 
been rather light during the past week 
owing to unsettled weather conditions. 
New business consisted of jobbing 
transactions entirely. Prices, however, 
rule steady on the basis of 8%@9c. for 
American; 10@12c. for English; 1%@

Australia May Raise Duty on 
White Lead. 


ENGLISH AND GERMAN IMPORTS OF THE 
INTO THAT COUNTRY 
HAVE BEEN HEAV- 

ILY ADULTERATED. 


Consul-General J. P. Bray, of Mel- 
bourne, makes the following report on the 
importation of white lead into Australia:— 

“The white lead used in Australia, im- 
ported from England and Germany in 
quantities of about $1,500,000 worth annu- 
ally, is stated by the newspapers here to 
be a heavily adulterated article, ranging 
from 20 to 50 per cent., the adulterants be- 
ing baryta, French chalk, china clays and 
similar substances. 

“It is anticipated that the Common- 
wealth government will next session raise 
the import duty of about $10 per ton on 
white lead to $15 or $20, to enable a local 
company to resume operations. It closed 
down about twelve months ago in con- 
sequence, it is claimed, of heavy imports 
from England and Germany of a less pure 
article at a much lower price than was 
formerly shipped. ‘The local product is 
said to have been an absolutely pure 
white lead by a patent chemical process 
entailing considerable less time than the 
‘stack’ or ‘old Dutch’ method. 

“Tt is reliably stated that the product 
of this process has stood the most severe 
tests against the best English and Ger- 
man and proved the most lasting; also 
that it was used by the state railways, 
by the metropolitan board of works, which 
controls the sewerage system of Mel- 
bourne, with the best results, and both 
the Commonwealth and State public 
works departments, after testing, recom- 
mended its future use.”

Regulations for Petroleum Vessels 


in Suez Canal. 
CAPTAINS MUST SIGN SPECIFIC DECLAR- 
ATIONS—SIGNALS TO BE DISPLAYED. 
NO NAVIGATION AT NIGHT—SHIPS 
TO BE TOWED BY COM- 
PANY'S TUGS. 

The Suez Canal Company has issued & 
circular with reference to the new rules 
for ships laden with petroleum in bulk 
or with other products of that nature. 
The rules read as follows:— 

Any ship laden with petroleum oil in bulk, 
arriving before any port of access to the 
canal, must make herself known by flying at 
the mizzen one of the following signals:— 

By day, a red flag above one ball. 

By night, a white light beneath 
ones. 

When the ship goes through the canal she 
must keep the above signals flying during the 
whole of her transit.

DECLARATION A. 

This declaration gives a form to be signed 
py the captain, specifying the name, tonnage, 
ete., of the vessel, as well as her special reg- 
istry class, and then proceeds:— 

No single tank in the ship has a cubic ca- 
pacity greater than 500 tons measurement 
(being tons of 2.83 cubic meters, or 100 cubic 
feet English) nor can discharge its contents 
into any adjoining tank through any aperture 
or want of continuity whatever of its walls, 

The petroleum oil contained in her tanks is 
solely refined petroleum of a uniform quality, 
no sample of which taken at the port of 
lading shall have given a flashing point be- 
low 23 deg. centigrade (73 degrees of Fahren- 
heit's thermometer), this temperature having 
been ascertained comfortably with such process 
of clese test as may be recognized and made 
use of in the petroleum oil trade, as, for in- 
stance, the Abel test or any other close test 
of a not lesser aegree of accuracy. 

No part of the ship other than her tanks 
contains any products, whether petroleum, or 
by-products of petroleum, such as gasoline, 
benzine, etc., naving a flash point below 66 deg. 
entigrade (150 deg. Fahrenheit), tested as 
prescribed in the preceding paragraph. 

DECLARATION B. 

This declaration {1s on the same lines as 
Declaration A, but refers to petroleum prod- 
ucts with a lower flash point than 28 centi- 
grade. The statement includes the following:— 

No single tank in the ship has a cubic ca- 
pacity greater than 500 tons measurement (be- 
ing tons of 2.83 cubic meters, or 100 cubic feet 
English) nor can discharge its contents into 
any adjoining tank through any aperture or 
want of continuity whatever of its walls. 

All products having a flash point below 66 
deg. centigrafe (150 deg. Fahrenheit}—this 
temperature having been ascertained conform- 
ably with such process of close test as may be 
recognized and made use of in the petroleum 
trade, as, for instance, the Abel test or any 
ether close test of a not lesser degree of ac- 
curacy—are vontained in the ship’s tanks.

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The New Anesthetic, Stovaine. 


Consul F. W. Mahin, in a report from 
Nottingham, which appeared in Daily 
Consular and Trade Reports for Decem- 
ber 21, 1906, briefly described a new anzes- 
thetic called ‘‘stovaine,’’ which, when in- 
jected into the spinal column, prevented 
pain, but did not produce unconscious- 
ness. He states that a London publica- 
tion now gives additional details, as fol- 
lows:— 

“It produces paratysts of the body below the 
point of injection, and removes all sensation 
from the limbs, that it has been found 
possible to amputate a man’s leg while the 
patient retained consciousness, and could, had 
he been allowed to do so, have even witnessed 
the operation. The patient could feel no 
pain, and after the operation, and when sen- 
sation returned experienced nothing but the 
sense of bruising. which is one of the sequels 
of grave operations. For some time experi- 
ments with ‘‘stovaine’’ were confined to hos- 
pital cases, but we believe we are correct in 
saying that over a hundred cases have now 
treated in private practice. The anaes- 
of course. of the greatest use in 
operations, and in those where, owing 
to the patient's age or heart weakness, the 
administration of chloroform would be dan- 
gerous. It has been used in several gynaeco- 
logical cases, and there is no evidence that any 
danger attends its use, or that, given proper 
administration, any prejudicial factors accom-

LINSEED OIL.—The cost of seed 
which has been steadily climbing up- 
ward was given last week as the direct 
cause of an advance in the price of 
oil which last Tuesday was marked 
up lc. or to the basis of 44 cents for 
state and western and 45 cents for city 
oil with the usual respective differences 
for boiled. The market may be quoted 
generally firm at the advance, with 
however, some round lots of oil in sec- 
ond hands obtainable at 43 cents, Bus- 
iness, notwithstanding the irregular 
weather conditions, has been good on 
the whole. Contract deliveries have 
sent seasonable quantities into con- 
sumption and for the time of year job- 
bing trade has been at least fairly ac- 
tive, though it has been naturally ham- 
pered by the uncertain and unseason- 
able climatic conditions. New contract 
business could be done if the crushers 
showed a willingness to undertake for 
distant positions, but they consider the 
market too uncertain for far-off months 
to take chances,

records for the season. The distant 
futures were more in demand than any 
time this year, and shorts in these 
months showed considerable nervous- 
ness. The scarcity of oil and the fear 
of a late crop were strong factors in 
the advance of both nearby and future 
options. On Wednesday the situation 
became easier. The high prices were 
too much for local operators and partly 
through realization and partly through 
renewed short selling the market sold 
off. Sentiment was influenced unfavor- 
ably by the publication of the census 
crop report. The report stated that the 
average condition of the growing crop 
on May 25 was 70.5, as compared with 
84.6 per cent., and 77.2 per cent. at the 
corresponding dates in 1906 and 1905, re- 
spectively, and a ten year average of 83.6 
per cent. These publications, as a rule, 
have very little effect on the cottonseed 
oil market. The violent break in cotton, 
however, and the sympathetic declines 
in other agricultural staples as well as 
hog products, caused operators to scalp 
the short side instead of the long. At 
the prevailing high prices there has 
been little profit for manufacturing 
consumers. The soap makers are still 
out of the market and the com- 


pounders are only taking enough 
to satisfy these immediate require- 
ments. Off oils after early ac- 


tivity, have ruled comparatively quiet, 
with values quoted nominally at 56@ 
60c., according to quality and location. 
Toward the close of the week trading 
in refined became chiefly professional, 
with the large interests trying to force 
a decline and shake out weak holders, 
and also encourage short selling. Man- 
ipulation pure and simple was success- 
ful in bringing values to’a lower level, 
and laundry work was the principal 
feature. While quotations were eell- 
ing off a rumor was circulated that 
local interests had purchased large 
quantities of English cottonseed oil in 
Liverpool and peanut oil in France, for 
shipment to this country. There was 
no material change in the statistical 
position of the market at the close. 
The real stuff was just as scarce as it 
was the previous week, with practi- 
cally nothing offered, except small 
jobbing quantities. Final quotations 
showed declines of %c. to 1c. from 
those of the previous close. The crude 
oil market has ruled very quiet, with 
only odd lots offered at different points 
throughout the South at prices ranging 
from 45@48c., according to quality. The 
market for meal has advanced, sales 
being recorded at $23 up to $25, ac- 
cording to quality and location. A de- 
tailed market report of transactions on 
the Produce Exchange for each day 
during the past week is given below.

MANY CONCESSIONS IN GERMAN TARIFF

LAST MEETING OF THE LOCAL SECTION 
BEFORE VACATION. 


In the annual report of Secretary-Treas- 
urer C, M. Joyce, of the New York section 
of the American Chemical Society read 
at the meeting held Friday evening, the 
present membership of the section was 
given as 616. There was a balance in the 
treasury of $67.14. 

The committee which was appointed six 
months ago to act jointly with a similar 
committee from the local section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, in the mat- 
ter of the establishment of a bureau of 
chemistry in the federal department of 
commerce and labor, was discharged. 

Chairman A. B. Breneman deplored the 
dearth of original contributions at the 
meetings of the section. The large mem- 
bership of the section, in his belief, 
should assure an abundance of interesting 
papers. 

F. D. Dodge read the first paper of the 
evening, upon ‘Methyl Salicylate, Nat- 
ural and Synthetic."”” The specific grav- 
ity given in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia, VIII., 1.180 to 1.185, at 25° C., 
he considered a trifle high, the sample 
usually met with varying from 1.1819 to 
1.1843 at 15° C. He has succeeded in se- 
curing by distillation samples having a 
specific gravity of 1.188 In investigating 
the ‘freezing’ of some synthetic methyl 
salicylate in transportation, the author 
hit upon a method of crystallizing 
this substance. The crystals are very 
similar to thymol; have a specific gravity 
of 1.1899 at 15° C., and melt at —1.5° C., 

The differentiation between oil of birch 
and oil of wintergreen is more difficult 
than ordinarily believed as some oil of 
birch is levo-rotary. 

In distinguishing between the natural 
and the synthetic esters the sample 
is dissolved in 25 parts of 2 per cent. 
NaOH, when the odor of methyl salicylate 
disappears, the odor of the other constit- 
uents of the natural product, however, 
remain. 

The detection of the synthetic prod- 
uct in natural oil depends upon the de- 
















tection of the impurities always present in 
the synthetic article. These are the 
methyl esters of cresylic and aceto-oxyph- 
thalic acids, and phenol. The detection 
of the latter is the best test. This is 
accomplished by saponifying the oil with 
NaOH; diluting; separating the phenol 
from the salicylic acid by fractional dis- 
tillation, and treating with Br/100. This 
gives a yellowish turbidity and crystals 
with phenol and will detect the presence 
of 10 per cent. of the synthetic. The au- 
thor has also used this method quantita- 
tively, adding KI after the Br mixture 
has stood for several hours, and titrating 
with NazgS2Qz. 

The darkening of methyl salicylate is 
analogous to the change in color of phen- 
ol; the cause is unknown, 


K, G. Falk read a brief paper on ‘“‘Ig- 
nition Temperatures of Mixtures Contain- 
ing Carbon Monoxide.’”’ He showed the 
ignition points of mixtures of O, with 
varying proportions of CO. The lowest 
point is 879° C., with a mixture of 2CO+ 
Og Adding Nz to the above mixtures he 
succeeded in determining a constant re- 
lation between the ignition temperature 
of the mixture of CO and O,; CO, Og and 
Nz, and the volumes of the three gases. 
lf T represents the ignition temperature 
of CO+0Oc+Ne, and T, the ignition tem- 
perature of CO+O, then T=T;+8On; n 
representing the volume of nitrogen divid- 
ed by the volume of carbon monoxide. 

Mr. Falk also read a very comprehen- 
sive review of the ‘‘Autoxidation of Or- 
ganic Compounds.” Autoxidation, which 
he defined as a special form of combus- 
tion in which the substance reacted 
with free oxygen, he divided into two 
kinds; direct and indirect. In the first, 
the oxygen reacts with the substance; in 
the second, with the products of the de- 
composition of the substance. As illustra- 
tions he cited the following:— 


Direct—Organic:—The oxidation of oil of 
turpentine, and the formation of the per- 
oxide of triphenylmethyl. Inorganic:— 
The combination of the alkaline metals 
to form hydroxides. 

Indirect—Organic:—The change of in- 
digo-white to = Inorganic:—The 
rusting of iron, and the action of zinc 
and other metals in dilute acids.

Baku Oil Situation. 


BRITISH CONSULAR REPORT NOTES 
STEADY RESTORATION OF IMPOR- 
TANT RUSSIAN INDUSTRY. 


After the severe set-back received in 
190% by every branch of trade and com- 
merce in Baku, especially the oil indus- 
try, it could hardly be expected, says a 
British Consular report, that matters 
could right themselves within a year, even 
had that year been one of uninterrupted 
work and quiet, which has not been the 
case. It is, therefore, the report states, 
highly satisfactory at the time of writing 
to be able to report that during the few 
last months at least there been a 
growing feeling of confidence, and, al- 
though it cannot be said that either the 
oil industry or the various industries de- 
pontent on it have in ony way recovered 
heir former position, yet, in comparison 
with the complete dislocation of all trade 
caused by the events of 1906 and the gen- 
eral unrest of the first half of 1906, trade 
prospects are much brighter and business 
generally much brisker. With special ref- 
erence to the oil industry, which, being 
the single staple industry of Baku, influ- 
ences all other branches of trade (ma- 


chinery and material supplies generally) 
one may safely look forward to prosper- 
ous times if given another year of more 
or less uninterrupted work, with the pos- 
sibility of bringing the production of 
crude oil up to the normal figure. 
Owing to theshortage production in crude 
oil during the last two years, 1906-06, the 
prices of crude and residuum are very 
high. Prices are likely to remain high 
during the year, even should the produc- 
tion increase very materially, Compara- 
tive statistics for the last three years of 
the production and the exported products 
are given in the report. Krom these sta- 
tistics it appears that even less kerosene 
left Baku in 1906 than in 1905 and less than 
half the quantity exported in 194. This is 
accounted for by the fact that the high 
prices received for residuum make it more 
profitable to manufacture more of this 
product and proportionately less kerosene; 
also, there has been very little demand 
for kerosene for export, the Baku pro- 
ducers finding it impossible to compete 
on the European markets, the obstacle 
being the high — charged by the 
Government for railway transport  be- 
tween Baku and the seaports, and an- 
other being, of course, the high prices for

France to Have Same Considera- 


tion as Germany. 


MANY CONCESSIONS IN GERMAN TARIFF 
AGREEMENT TO BE EXTENDED AS 
SOON AS DETAILS CAN BE 
ARRANGED. 


It was learned at the close of the week 
on what purports to have been good au- 
thority that the French Government has 
received assurances from the State De- 
partment that many of the concessions 
contained in the German tariff agreement 
just promulgated will be available for 
France as soon as details can be arranged, 
This applies to matters of tariff adminis- 
tration and particularly to the provision 
regarding the consideration as evidence of 
market value of export prices furnished 
officially by the German Chambers of 
Commerce. It was also learned that 
France has made strong though exceed- 
ingly courteous diplomatic representations 
to the State Department, and has received 
in reply a statement that it is the Admin- 
istration’s desire to remove any cause that 
may exist for dissatisfaction. 

France, however, does not seem to oc- 
cupy as favorable a position as Germany, 
for giving an official report on export 
prices. The German Chambers of Com- 
merce, are Government associations, and 
the system on which these associations 
are conducted is very complete. France 
has not the same completely organized 
system of chambers, so that some other 
form of export rice information will 


have to be devised.

clearing the way for them. he very 
channels of commercial progress are 
opened, not by inventors and not by 
manufacturers, but by salesmen. Give 
the salesman the honor due his place in

SPIRITS TURPENTINE.—The local 
market continues to drop in price from 
day to day in sympathy with the de- 
clining market at Savannah, where the 
daily receipts have been greater than 
the daily sales. The Savannah market 
shows a loss for the week of 1%c. per 
gallon, and closes at 57c. The New 
York market opened somewhat firmer 
at 62%c. and closes barely steady at 
604%c. Large buyers have remained out 
of the market and only a light jobbing 
business has been transacted. The 
causes assigned for the break in prices 
are the lack of export demand and the 
decided increase in receipts of spirits 
as a result of improved weather con- 
ditions in the producing sections. 
Dealers are anxiously looking forward 
to the call for supplies from the other 
side, which will undoubtedly stiffen 
conditions in all American markets. 

ROSINS.—Following a decided down- 
ward movement at Savannah a sharp 
decline was recorded early in the week 
in the prices of dark and medium 
grades. The reason for the lower 
prices is attributed to manipulation on 
the part of large operators in the South. 
Pale grades are well sustained on the 
basis of lately prevailing quotations, 
There have been liberal receipts at this 
port during the week, especially of the 
common grades, but no round lots were 
taken up, buyers confining their pur- 
chases to actual requirements. We

LAST MEETING OF THE LOCAL SECTION 
BEFORE VACATION. 


In the annual report of Secretary-Treas- 
urer C. M. Joyce, of the New York section 
of the American Chemical Society read 
at the meeting held Friday evening, the 
present membership of the section was 
given as 616. There was a balance in the 
treasury of $67.14. 

The committee which was appointed six 
months ago to act jointly with a similar 
committee from the local section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, in the mat- 
ter of the establishment of a bureau of 
chemistry in the federal department of 
commerce and labor, was discharged. 

Chairman A. B. Breneman deplored the 
dearth of original contributions at the 
meetings of the section. The large mem- 
bership of the section, in his belief, 
should assure an abundance of interesting 
papers. 

F, D. Dodge read the first paper of the 
evening, upon ‘Methyl Salicylate, Nat- 
ural and Synthetic.’’ The specific grav- 
ity given in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia, VIII., 1.180 to 1.185, at 25° C., 
he considered a trifle high, the sample 
usually met with varying from 1.1819 to 
1.1843 at 15° C. He has succeeded in se- 
curing by distillation samples having a 
specific gravity of 1.188. In investigating 
the ‘‘freezing’’ of some synthetic methyl 
salicylate in transportation, the author 
hit upon a method of crystallizing 
this substance. The crystals are very 
similar to thymol; have a specific gravity 
of 1.1899 at 15° C., and melt at —1.5° C. 

The differentiation between oil of birch 
and oil of wintergreen is more difficult 
than ordinarily believed as some oil of 
birch is levo-rotary. 

In distinguishing between the natural 
and the synthetic esters the sample 
is dissolved in 25 parts of 2 per cent. 
NaOH, when the odor of methyl salicylate 
disappears, the odor of the other constit- 
uents of the natural product, however, 
remain. 

The detection of the synthetic prod- 
uct in natural oil depends upon the de-

tection of the impurities always present in 
the synthetic article. These are the 
methyl esters of cresylic and aceto-oxyph- 
thalic acids, and phenol. The detection 
of the latter is the best test. This is 
accomplished by saponifying the oil with 
NaOH; diluting; separating the phenol 
from the salicylic acid by fractional dis- 
tillation, and treating with Br/l00. This 
gives a yellowish turbidity and crystals 
with phenol and will detect the presence 
of 10 per cent. of the synthetic. The au- 
thor has also used this method quantita- 
tively, adding KI after the Br mixture 
has stood for several hours, and titrating 
with NagS,0z3. 

The darkening of methyl salicylate is 
analogous to the change in color of phen- 
ol; the cause is unknown. 


kK, G. Falk read a brief paper on “‘Ig- 
nition Temperatures of Mixtures Contain- 
ing Carbon Monoxide.’” He showed the 
ignition points of mixtures of O, with 
varying proportions of CO. The lowest 
point is 879° C., with a mixture of 2CO+ 
Og. Adding Neg to the above mixtures he 
succeeded in determining a constant re- 
lation between the ignition temperature 
of the mixture of CO and O,; CO, O, and 
Ne and the volumes of the three gases. 
lf T represents the ignition temperature 
of CO+0O2+Ne, and Tz, the ignition tem- 
perature of CO+O, then T=T,+8On; n 
representing the volume of nitrogen divid- 
ed by the volume of carbon monoxide. 

Mr. Falk also read a very comprehen- 
sive review of the ‘‘Autoxidation of Or- 
ganic Compounds.” Autoxidation, which 
he defined as a special form of combus- 
tion in which the substance reacted 
with free oxygen, he divided into two 
kinds; direct and indirect. In the first, 
the oxygen reacts with the substance; in 
the second, with the products of the de- 
composition of the substance. As illustra- 
tions he cited the following:— 

Direct—Organic:—The oxidation of oil of 
turpentine, and the formation of the per- 
oxide of triphenylmethyl. Inorganic:— 
The combination of the alkaline metals 
to form hydroxides. 

Indirect—Organic:—The change of in- 
digo-white to = Inorganic:—The 
rusting of iron, and the action of zinc 
and other metals in dilute acids. 

At the conclusion of the papers the 
members took part in an “experience 
meeting,’’ and many interesting anecdotes 
were related, and instructive laboratory 
hints reported.

A GERMAN CORRESPONDENT WRITHS 


CONCERNING EXPORT AND IMPORT 
TRADE IN THAT COUNTRY—VA- 
RIOUS MIXTURES USED TO 


REPLACE THE STAPLE 
PRODUCT, 


A German correspondent of the Oil and 
Colour Trades Journal, London speaks in 
a rather pessimistic way of white lead in 
Germany. He says:— 

Not only is the manufacture of 
coal tar coloring matters a most 
branch of German industry, but the manu- 
facture of metallic colors like zinc white and 
white lead is also very largely represented in 
that industry The principal seat of this old- 
established industry is Cologne, with the 
neighboring cilies on the Rhine, and, in the 
Eastern part of Germany, the Prussian prov- 
ince of Silesia. Generally some other lead col- 
ors, such as red lead, orange lead, etc., are 
made on a large scale in these works, which 
are usually fitted up with the latest machinery 
and apparatus. White lead is made in German 
works after the well-known German method, 
the chamber process as it is called in Eng- 
land. The particulars of this manufacture are 
thoroughly described in technical literature. 
It is, therefore, only necessary to mention 
that the quality of the white lead made in 
Germany is generally good. As a consequence 
of this fact white lead has been exported in 
large quantities from Germany, but a short 
time ago a considerable change was observed 
With regard to the exportation, in 1904 about 
320,000 ewts. have been sent from Germany to 
foreign countries, and in 1905 about the same 
quantity, with a value of about 5,000,000 
marks. A large quantity, viz., about 200,000 
ewts., is sent to Great Britain, 26.000 cwts. to 
Canada, and 18,000 to Holland, Though the ex- 
portation has been nearly the same in the 
last two years the importation of white lead 
to Germany has increased in a great degree 
during the same epoch. In 1904 only 12,500 
ewts. of white lead were imported; in the 
next year, however, the import was 49.000 
ewts. While the importation from Great Bri- 
tain was rather small in 1904, 2.000 cwts.. the 
fame country sent 13,000 cwts, in 1905. 
France, Belgium and in recent years the United 
States, have also gent white lead to Germany, 
a cheaper product, of course, than the Ger-

color industry, fer instance, the manufacture 
of white lead in Germany therefore cannot 
elaim to have progressed: the exportation is 
decreasing. and the foreign product enters 
Germany in larger quantities. There are va- 
rious reasons given to explain this fact. It 
mav he that Germany social legislation, the 
rather high wages of the workpeople. and 
other factors of the same kind, render the 
German product dear in spite of its good 
quality. To regulate the commercial value 
better the greater number of the German 
white lead makers have formed a sort of 
trust, with a central sale office at Cologne, 
and combine to fix the conditions of sale. Dur- 


ing the summer of 1905 the Germany Federal 
Government enacted a law concerning the use 
of white lead for painting and other purposes;

Fassodon, another so-called white lead 
substitute, is a mixture of about equal parts 
of zinc white and gypsum with 26 per cent 
linseed oil. Silvretta white is a mixture of 
about equal parts of zinc oxide and silica 
earth. Another sort of white lead substitute 
contains lithopone instead of zinc white. Al- 
banol, tor instance, is a mixture of lithopone 
of a pobr brand with about 9 per cent. gyp- 
sum. Cothenia white contains lithopone, red 
brand, with about 13 per cent. chalk ground 
with 26 per cent. oil. Diamond white litho- 
pone of a poor brand, with 9 to 12 per cent. 
gypsum like albanol. Blenda is a mixture of 
lithopone blue brand with chalk. Leukaion 
is Hthopone and an admixture of about 2 per 
cent. of oxide of barium, this latter to pre- 
vent the darkening of the lithopone. These 
four examples show that these so-called white 
lead substitutes are very common materials. 
It must, however, be said that barytes, chalk, 
gypsum and other similar bodies as covering 
ermente are worth very little. Zinc white is 
ot absolutely fast against the influence of 
the air. With regard to covering power, most 
of these so-called white lead substitutes cannot 
compete with a good white lead, and the 
rrice of these bodies are too high. The Belgian 
and French authorities made trials between 
zine white, lithopone and white lead a short 
time ago, and the result has been a return to 
white lead. Even a second-class brand of 
white lead will be found superior to most of 
these so-called substitutes with regard to cov- 
ering power, and also relatively cheaper. Of 
these, so-called cheap white lead substitutes 
play a certain part in Germany. The same 
cannot be said of their application in some 
cther countries, like Switzerland, etc. There 
only lith:pone has made a considerable ad- 
vance in its application Very often paint- 
ers who used exclusively white lead twenty 
years ago apply two-thirds white lead and one- 
third lithopone for ordinary painting to-day, 
making the first coat with lithopone alone, 
the second coat with equal parts of lithopone 
and white lead, and the last one with white 
lead alone. In consequence white lead has not 
yet been entirely replaced either by lithopone 
nor by the cheap so-called white lead substi- 
tutes. Another consequence, however, cannot 
be denied; the German white lead merchants 
complain that the white lead trade is becom- 
ing more troublesome and nearly without 
profit. A better future is to be hoped for in 
this old established branch of the color trade 
in Germany

Saturday Noon, June 8, 1907. 


The search for new producing terri- 
tory has been keenly prosecuted ac- 
cording to late reports from the oil 
fields, and further stimulus is likely 
to be afforded by an advance in crude 
oil, the first change in more than a 
month, Only two grades were affected, 
however, Cabell, which is held 10c. 
above the previous quotation and Rag- 
land, which is higher by 5c. Results, 
on the other hand, have not been of an 
encouraging character, light wells still 
being the rule throughout the south- 
west fields and new production show- 
ing no material increase. In the fields 
of the Pennsylvania _ classification, 
West Virginia continued to hold princi- 
pal attention, the best results being en- 
countered in Brooke and Roane coun- 
ties. In the former a new strike was 
found good for 65 barrels a day natural 


and is expected to yield 100 barrels 
when shot. On the Big Injun develop- 
ment in Roane county a well was 


brought in having to its credit 40 bar- 
rels the first 24 hours after it had been 
shot. In Doddridge county operations 
were encouraged by striking a well 
that started to flow at the rate of 12 
barrels an hour, but other completions 
resulted in light producers and dusters, 
chiefly the latter. Dusters, with an oc- 
casional gasser. proved the rule in 
other sections of West Virginia. The 
prospects for a new pool in Clinton 
township, Venango county, Pa., were 
stimulated with the completion of a 
well showing 150 barrels natural. Re- 
sults in Ohio were of little consequence. 
Illinois is holding up a good average 
and a gusher was reported near Robin- 


son, Crawford county, which was 
credited with 1,000 to 2,000 barrels a 
day. In the Oblong district in the 


same county wells of 200 to 300 barrels 
attracted little comment, and in Martin 
township two producers, one of 750 
barrels and _ the other of 500 barrels 
were encountered. Reports from _ In- 
dian Territory have indicated keen 
prospects for development work dur- 
ing the summer, especially in the vi- 
cinity of Muskogee. A new well near 
Delaware, in the Cherokee Nation, was 
credited with 600 barrels a day, and a 
promising strike in a_ tract of the 
famous Glenn fields that was regarded 
as practically worthless has been re- 
ported. A feature of Kentucky opera- 
tions was the completion of a test well 
in Wayne county that was good for 390 


barrels as an initial production. A 
report of the oil fields for May 
shows an increase of 198 comple- 
tions over April, and of this number 


152 were in the Pennsylvania districts, 


but the gain in production was 299 
barrels, against 614 barrels during 
April. The mid-continent fields scored 


the best results during May, the gain 
in new production amounting to 15,475 
barrels, although there were 58 less 





wells jcompleted jthan during Aprtl. 
The total gain in production during 
May was 18,084 barrels, against 8,603 
barrels during April. 
Refined and Products, 
Of principal interest in the market 
for refined is the enhancement of ex- 


| port quotations for bulk, barrels and 
cases, New York and Philadelphia 
loading, by 25 points. This is the first 
change in the export schedule in more 
than two months and is believed to 
have been influenced by the strong 
Statistical situation of crude and the 
active movement into foreign channels. 
Engagements for export during the 
week comprise 220,000 cases for China, 
June-July, 155,000 cases for China and 
Java, July, 100,000 cases for the River 
Plate, June-July, 5,000 barrels for Ire- 
land and Denmark, prompt, and 653 
tons of case oil for Havana. Clearances 
during the week aggregated 7,872,920 
gallons, against 8,279,910 gallons during 
the previous week. Aavices to the Re- 
porter indicate that the Baku situation 
remains settled, with the work progres- 
Sing steadily. The production there 
shows a slight decline during April 
(old style) as compared with that for 
March. A sharp advance is noted in 
crude petroleum and the products, and 
residuals and kerosene are also quoted 


at a higher level. American case oil 
is firmer in India. Offers of Texas 


lamp oil at low prices have imparted a 
softening tendency to the London and 
Liverpool markets. Quotations for 
ease and bulk oil are on a slightly 
lower basis in Shanghai, and bulk oil 
is a shade easier in Yokohama. Re- 
fined is unaltered in the London, Ant- 
werp and Bremen markets, according 
to late cable advices. 

The products are firmly maintained, 
but no changes in quotations have been 
recorded. The domestic demand is of 
well sustained proportions, especially 
for gas-engine consumption. Exports 
of napththa during the week totalled 
201,720 gallons, against 210,110 gallons 
during the previous week.

Kentucky

Oil Fields. 


Barbourville, Ky., June 6, 1907. 


The last day of May brought the best etrike 
of the year in the Kentucky oil fields. On 
Cedar Creek, Wayne county, several miles be- 
yond production, W. A. Kaffrey, Pennsylvania 
operator, completed a test well that furnished 
an initial daily production of 300 barrels. The 
trike was at an average depth and the flow of 
il gives no evidence of diminution Being so 
far beyond the area of production as previously 
defined, the strike is regarded as the best for 
several monthe. Just now test wells are infre- 
quent in the territory contiguous to pipe lines, 
ind the success of this venture wiil lead to a 
great deal of work in that locality. The month 
of May was not replete with successes, and on 
the whole the results do not show up the in- 
dustry in a more favorable hzht than didythe 
record of the preceding month. Except in sec- 
tions remote from pipe line facilities, no con- 
centrated effort wae carried on to extend the 
lines of production. A few operators who hold 
territory outside the recognized producing area 






of the more important divisions made some 
attempts at testing their holdings. In a few 
instances good results were encountered, such 


as the Cedar Creek gusher, but numerous fail- 
ures were also listed. 

In the ten established fields of Kentucky 
twenty-six strikes, eight drys and a new pro- 
duction approximating less than 600 barrels 
daily was the record of May. Wells of large 
calibre were conspicuous by their absence, the 
best strike of the month, outeide the 300-barrel 
‘“‘wildeat’’ strike in Wayne county, being a 50 
barreler developed in the Sinking Creek division 
of Wayne. Wayne county headed the list of 
Kentucky counties in strikes in new produc- 
tion, fourteen completions being registered, 
with half the total new production Wolfe 
county, the deep sand field, shows a falling off 
in results, six completions and a new produc- 
tion of less than 100 barrele being the best that 
field could do. In the eight smaller fie:ds of 
Kentucky little interest marked development

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greater success of its substitutes has, of course, 
been the consequence. If the price of zinc 
white were not so high this pigment could 
for many purposes serve as a substitute for 
white lead. The application of lead pigments, 
however, being more or less prohibited by 
law, zinc pigments gain ground, especially the 
different »orands of lithopone. It is not quite 
certain if lithopone is to be considered a Ger- 
man invention or a British one. It must be 
said, however, that the manufacture of this de- 
cidedly cheap white pigment has made great 
strides in Germany, especially on account of its 
cheapness: while in Switzerland lithopone is 
not so much used as a substitute for white 
lead The process of manufacture of lithopone 
being well known, we need only mention 
that for many purposes lithopone has entirely 
replaced the use of white lead in Germany. 
This is not the place to discuss whether lith- 
opone really possesses the good qualities of the 
white lead, ‘The r of application is very 
important, lithopone being somewhat hygro- 
scopic. It lithopone in powder is kept for a 
certain time, for instance, in cellars or damp 
places, it absorbs moisture from the alr and 
cannot be ground with oil as well as in the 
absolutely dry state In the practical work of 
painters, however, this happens very seldom, 
The lithopone beine generally of a very fine 
consistency it is generally mixed with the 
vehicle by the painter himself, and the paint 
used directly as it is, even for better work, 
such as painting furniture. It is a well-known 
fact that lithopone is not absolutely fast to 
light. Scientific research concerning this cu 
rious quality of lithopone has not yet discov 
ered exactly the cause of {ts darkening in 
sunlight Some very interesting observations 
about this property have been made, how- 
ever It is, for instance, proved that chlorine 
and some other gases adversely influence lith 
opone paints, when exposed to the light The 
cause of this curious fact has been found in 
its crystalline nature, and reciprocally abso 
lutely fast Jithopone (chlorine free) was made 
sensitive to light by adding certain materials 
As a consequence, the sensibility of lithopon: 
must be raised by soluble zine, and cannot be 
remeved by the addition of chemical materials 
The presence of chlorine as chloride or hypo 
chlorine seems to be the real cause of this 
sensibility While a very important thing, the 
purification of the zine solution, is proved to 
influence the sensibility of lithopone against 
light, and a purification with common salt or 
bleaching powder being made, the glowing 
process is of no less importance The cover- 
ing powder and the fastness depends on it also. 
In the glowing process, especially the atmos 
pheric air must be excluded, Quite recently 
a fast lithopone, called sulphopune, has at 
tracted attention; it Is soon to be manufactured 
as an absolutely fast white pigment, with ¥ to 
12 per cert, oil for painting purposes, with 20 
to 21 ner cent. oll for enamels and as a glue 
pigment

regard to this question the ‘‘United German 
White Lead Manufacturers’’ have published 
a very interesting series of results of the 
chemical analysis of a great number of se 
cilled white lead substitutes chiefly used in 
Gerl.any We cannot mention here all the 
brands, but the following figures show that 
huiny cheap substitutes are really overcharged 
secing their rather poor content of lithopone 
Zine white, or Zeitler’s oil white, is a mix 
ture of zine white with barytes and chalk 
in various proportions, and about 20 to SI 
per cent. of oil. Its so-called C-brand for 
instance, contains 32 per cent. zinc oxide, 66 
per cent. barytes and 8 per cent. carbonate of 
line Fassodon, another so-called white lead 
substitute, is a mixture of about equal 
of zinc white and gypsum with 26 per cent 
linseed oil Silvretta white is a mixture of 
about equal parts of zine oxide and silica 
earth Another sort of white lead substitute 
contains lithopone instead of zinc white Al 
banol, tor instance, is a mixture of lithopone 
of a poor brand with about 9 per cent. gyp 
sum. Cothenia white contains lithopone, red 
brand, with about 13 per cent. chalk ground 
with 26 per cent oil Diamond white litho- 
pone of a poor brand, with 9 to 12 per cent 
evpsum like alhanol. Blenda is a mixture of 
lithopone blue brand with chalk. Leukaion 
is lithopone and an admixture of about 2 pet 
cent. of oxide of barium, this latter to pre 
vent the darkening of the lithopone These 
four examples show that these so-called white 
lead substitutes are very common materials 
It must, however, be said that barytes, chalk 
gypsum and other similar bodies as covering 

nents are worth very little Zine white is 

absolutely fast against the influence of 
the air With regard to covering power, most 
of these so-called white lead substitutes cannot 
compete with a good white lead, an! the 
price of these bodies are too hich. The Belgian 
and French authorities made trials between 
zine white, lithopone and white lead a short 
time ago, and the result has been a return to 
white lead. Even a second-class brand of 
white will be found superior ty most of 
these so-called substitutes with regard to cov 
ering power, and also relatively cheaper ofr 
these, so-called cheap white lead substitutes 
play a certain part in Germany The same 
cannot be said of thelr application in some 
cther countries, like Switzerland, et There 
only lith:pone has made a considerable ad 
vance in its application Very often paint- 
ers who used exclusively white lead twenty 
years ago apply two-thirds white lead and one- 
third lithopone for ordinary painting to-day, 
making the first coat with lithopone alone, 
the second coat with equal parts of lithopone 
and white lead, and the last one with white 
lead alone In consequence white lead has not 
yet been entirely replaced either by lithopone 
nor by the cheap so-called white lead substi 
tutes. Another consequence, however, cannot 
he denied; the German white lead merchants 
complain that the white lead trade is becom- 
ing more troublesome and nearly without 
profit. A better future is to be hoped for in 
this old established branch of the color trade 
in Germany

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, June 5, 1907. 

The seed market has been wonderfully 
strong this week, and prices have again 
followed an upward trend which has put 
them on levels far above the closing 
prices of the previous week. Demand has 
been keen, especially for the near-by fu- 
tures, and the market looks inherently 
strong for the time being, at least. The 
firming in the foreign cables has been the 
main source of the activity in the domes- 
tic markets, but even with the absence of 
strength on the other side of the water, 
there can be little doubt that the mar- 
ket here would have been firm, for there 
has been a strong, active buying move- 
ment by the American crushers. It does 
not now appear as though there would be 
any sharp reaction to lower levels of 
prices in the immediate future. At least 
this may be premised, with a reasonable 
belief that the prediction will be true, so 
far as it applies to the near-by futures, 
though the market for new crop deliver- 
ies is not so certain. It was noticeable 
that the October option did not keep pace 
in the advancing market this week with 
the gains that were made in cash seed. 
While at the opening of the week the 
cash seed and the October option were 
on a parity one with the other, the close 
to-day found a wide spread between the 
two. This is not due to any unforeseen 
action of the market, but is the natural 
action of the trade, as the season length- 
ens, and the trade approaches the time for 


estimates on the possible size of the new | 


crop. There does not seem to be any 
urgent need at this time why the buyers 
should take hold of the October option. 
In fact, the trade is given to the belief 
that the short side of the market, on 
the October option, is the one which 
stands the better chance of proving the 
successful one. It is admitted that the 
prospects for a big crop are not very en- 
couraging. There is little planting as yet 
done, and the season is late. Not only 
that, but there does not appear to be any 
grounds for belief that this will be a 
summer of warmth, even after the season 
actually is at hand. Meteorological condi- 
tions are all against a hot summer. It is 
now near the end of the first week in 
June, and with the exception of a few 
days in March, when the temperatures 
were unseasonably high, there has been no 
really warm weather in the entire north- 
west. Flax seed may be a hardy crop, It 


may be planted late, and then yield, but | 


it can no more endure a season with an 
almost entire absence of warmth than 
can wheat or corn. Unless, therefore, 
there is some warm weather within the 
next few weeks, it may be almost an as- 
sured fact that the American crop of seed 
for this year will be greatly under that 
of the previous year, even assuming for 
the sake of argument, that there will be 
a big acreage planted, But taking all 
this into consideration, the October op- 
tion still looks high to many of the trade 
for the reason that the cash market is 
abnormally high, and that October is, in 
part, at this time of the year, a reflection 
of conditions in the cash trade, Compari- 
sons will show just how high cash seed 
is. The close to-day, at Duluth,, was 
$1.28%. The closing price for cash seed a 
year ago to-day was $1.13%. This is a 
difference of 145@c., in favor of the price 
at the close to-day. And this strength 
may be traced almost entirely to the sit- 
uation in the foreign markets. Reports 
say that the demand for the products of 
seed abroad were never as strong as they 
now are. A year ago it was the general 
opinion of the foreign traders that there 
was a very liberal supply of oil on hand, 
and the demand for seed was created 
more through the needs of the consumers 
of cake, than through the users of oil. 
This year there is no surplus of oil, the 
high price of cottonseed oil having forced 
the soap makers to the use of linseed oil 
as a substitute, Not only this, 
demand for cake is so strong that the 
crushers have hardly been able to keep 
pace with the demand. Thus it is that 
while Argentine has been pouring into 
Europe a supply of seed almost unprece- 
dented in volume, it has been taken 
easily by the industries needing the pro- 
ducts of the seed, and the market has 
continued to advance. Argentine is near- 
ing the last of its exportable surplus, 
and India gives no promise of taking its 
place. The latter country has fallen sadly 
to the rear as a producer of flaxseed, and 
it does not look as though it would have 
enough seed to fill the demands of the 
European crushers. Russia, rent by polit- 
ical dissensions, and the uncertainty of 
land tenure, will not furnish much of a 
crop, and, therefore, the European crush- 
er will probably have to fall back on 
America for the rounding out of its nec- 
essary seed supply. So far as the needs 
of the domestic crushers at this time are 
known, America will have a surplus of 
seed on the present crop. Whether or not 
the surplus will fill the extra wants of 
the European crushers, remains to be 
seen. If it does not, then it will be nec- 
essary for the European buyers to buy 
new crop seed, in which case the present 
price for the October option does not ap- 
pear to be too high. 
mand from the foreign buyer fall away, 
or should it fail to be of marked strength 
a decline in the price of October see 
would be the natural course for the mar- 
ket to take. The strict demand from the 
foreigner now is for the near-by seed. 
This is particularly the July option. The 
fact that there has been a widening of 
the spread between the July and the Oc- 
tober option, is thus accounted for.

The de- 
mand has not been any keener than it was 
last week, but there has been a little bet- 
ter feeling in the trade during the last 
month, and the crushers felt that the 
high price for seed did not justify them 
in keeping oil at the price that was 
quoted last week. While there is some 
demand for gil for future delivery, the 
best inquiry is for the spot oil, The in- 
dependents advanced their price to 42c. 
early in the week, and the big crusher 
was not long in following. The general 
schedule is therefore 42c. Chicago, though 
there are undoubtedly cases where oil 
could be bought for a shade less. Indeed 
some of the crushers sold during the 
week at the old price, even after they 
had advanced the market. The present 
schedule is for oil for spot and summer 
delivery. There is as yet no inquiry for 
new crop oil. Neither the buyers nor the 
sellers are inclined to trade in new crop 
oil for the reason that the market is too 
uncertain. There is no way of determin- 
ing what the price of seed will be by the 
time new seed is offered in merchantable 
quantities on the market, so that the 
crushers do not care to take a chance, and 
as

LINSEED CAKE.—Cake is firmer. There 
is a better demand from the foreign buy- 
and crushers are able to dispose of all 
that they are willing to sell at the pres- 
ent quotations, which are about Sc. high- 
er than the market last week. There is 
an inquiry, not only for cake for near- 
by shipment, but also for cake to come 
from the new crop seed, and so far as the 
crusher is concerned, it is all one price.

Chicago Paint Trade. 


While this is the time of the year when 
the demand for paints is generally at its 
best, there is complaint heard from all 
of the manufacturers, as well as the job- 


in its 





bers, that the market is unseasonably 
dull. The manufacturers have been using 
the old excuse of bad weather for so long 
that it has become trite, but neverthe- 
less, it is still the one chief reason that is 
given for the failure of the demand to 
show the improvement. 

One trouble against which the makers 
have had to contend for a long time has 
been the high price of all raw material. 
This has been exceptionally high this sea- 
son, and while the crude products have 
advanced, the makers have not been able 
to put up the price of the finished goods 
in proportion. Until recently the offerings 
of barytes have been meager, and the 
price has been high, but there is now an 
easier feeling. Other materials remain 
relatively high. 

As much as state paint laws have 
been discussed, they are still the one sub- 
ject uppermost in the minds of the more 
progressive of the paint manufacturers. 

“It may be well enough to compel the 
paint man to label his product so that 
the user of it will know what he is get- 
ting,’’ said a manufacturer’ to a 
representative of the Reporter, ‘but 
when there is a different law for 
every state, the paint manufacturer’s 
bill for printing and for labels would wipe 
out all of his present margin of profit. 
Tt would pay the paint men of this coun. 
try to get together, and then stay to- 
gether, stop the cutting of prices for a 
few sales, and see what can be done to 
prevent further encroachments, through 
laws that are piling up on the statute 
books of the various states at such an 
alarming rate.’’

Chicago Window Glass Trade. 


The same old monotonous dullness was 
shown in the window glass trade last 
week, and prices are on the old levels, 
with buyers taking glass only as they 
feel that it will be needed for immediate 
use.

Some of the 
jobbers are already talking of prospects 
for a better demand, though there does 
not seem to be any good reason why.

TRADE ITEMS. 


F. L. Bodman, Eastern representative 
of the Powers-Weightman-Rosengarten 
Co., was at the company’s local offices 
on Saturday. 


Julius Koehler, of Fritzsche Bros., has 
been an attendant at the National Con- 
fectioners’ convention at Cincinnati 
during the week. 


A. J. Lucas, of Philadelphia, for- 
merly connected with the John Lucas 
Company, is making his headquarters 
at the Brevoort House in Chicago for 
the time being. He is in Chicago on 
some important business connected 
with one of the big paint companies, 
and later some changes may be an- 
nounced. For the present secrecy as 
to the plans is being maintained. 


The new crusher of Puston & Co., 
Chicago, which was rebuilt and re- 
modeled to take the place of the old 
linseed oil plant, destroyed by fire last 
winter, is again in operation. The 
crusher has a much larger capacity 
than the old one. The company is not 
yet in the market for new contracts, as 
there were a number of old ones on 
hand at the time of the fire. It is 
thought that it will be at least two 
weeks more before this new plant will 
be in full operation. 


United States Circuit Court at St. 
Paul, Minn., on Friday of last week 
overruled the exceptions to the com- 
plaint of the Government against the 
Standard Oil Company. The latter 
were granted leave to answer portions 
of the bill to which exceptions were 
filed. In the arguments John G. Mill- 
burn, of New York, and John G. John- 
son, of Philadelphia, attorneys for the 
Standard Oil Company, asserted that 
much of the matter in the Govern- 
ment’s bill was impertinent. They said 
no attention should be paid by the 
Court to anything which the Standard 
Oil Company had done which might be 
construe@ as a violation of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law prior to the time the 
law became effective, in 1899. The Gov- 
ernment asserted that the present 
Standard Oil holding corporation was 
nothing but a continuance of the pre- 
vious trust combination, which existed 
from 1882 to 1899, and was managed 
by the same officers and directors. 


Edwin H. Burr, manager of the 
American branch of Roure-Bertrand 
Fils, of Grasse, France, and Mrs. Burr 
returned from a six weeks’ European 
trip last Wednesday, during which 
they visited France, Italy and Switzer- 
land. Mr. Burr gave some attention to 
the conditions in the flower growing 
districts in the south of France and 
while he found the season generally 
backward, he does not believe that any 
serious setback had been experienced, 
The prospects seemed favorable for a 
good crop of orange flowers, with the 
probable effect of causing a decline in 
prices for oil of neroli. If, however, 
the yield of flowers should prove an 
average one, Mr. Burr believes that the 
syndicate which has been formed to. 
maintain high prices to distillers may 
carry its purpose into execution. The 
rose crop in France promises to be of’ 
normal extent, but in Bulgaria the 
situation is not so favorable and an: 
advance in the otto is considered likely. 
The outlook for enhanced prices for: 
lavender oil was also regarded as; 
probable.

IMPORTANT CHANGES ORDERED IN U. S. 
CUSTOMS PROCEDURE—WILL APPLY, 
EXCEPT IN SPECIAL INSTANCES, 
TO Al.L COUNTRIES—NO DANGER 
OF UNDERVALUATION OF 
IMPORTS FROM GRRMANY 
TARIFF AGREEMENT 
WITH FRANCE, 
Washington, June 7, 1907. 


The promulgation of the provisional re- 
ciprocity convention between the United 
States and Germany, which was formal- 
ly proclaimed on the ist instant, will ef- 
fect many important changes in customs 
procedure not only with regard to our 
commerce with Germany but also with 
reference to our trade with the entire 
world. The schedules showing the con- 
cessions reciprocally made under the 
terms of the convention have already ap- 
peared in these columns. All the features 
of the agreement, however, do not go into 
force contemporaneously. The modus vi- 
vendi agreed upon a year ago, under the 
terms of which all American products 
have enjoyed the minimum rates of the 
German tariff, will not expire until July 
1, and until that date the entire conven- 
tional schedule will be applied to imports 
from the United States. Thereafter, 
however, only those minimum rates enum- 
erated in the new agreement will be con- 
tinued and certain American products will 
pay the maximum rates. 

The modifications in the customs regu- 
lations of the United States, which con- 
stitute an important feature of the con- 
vention, will be put into force immediately 
and will not await the expiration of the 
existing modus vivendi. An effort has 
also been made to put the amended con- 
sular regulations into effect by cable so 
far as the consular service in Germany 
is concerned, but it is not to be expected 
that the new rules will be adequately ad- 
ministered until the complete text there- 
of has been received by mail. So far as 
the service in Germany is concerned, it is 
expected that the new practice will be 
fully installed about the 15th instant. 
The text of the modified customs and 
consular regulations as prepared for the 
information of collectors of customs and 
eonsular officers is as follows:— 

‘In accordance with the commercial agree- 
ment signed April 22, 1907, between the Im- 
perial German Government and the Govern- 
ment of the United States, the following regu- 
lations, which will remain in force for the 
term of that agreement, are published for your 
guidance so far as they relate to your duties:— 

“Market value as defined by Section 19 of 
the Customs Administrative act shall be con- 
strued to mean the export price whenever 
goods, Wares ard merchandise are sold wholly 
for export, or sold in the home market only 
in limited quantities, by reason of which facts 
there cannot be established a market value 
based upon the sile of such goods, wares and 
merchandise in ustal wholesale quantities, 
packed ready for shipment to the United 
States. 

‘Statements provided for in Section 8 of the 
Customs Administrative act are rot to be re- 
quired by consular officers except upon the re- 
quest of the appraiser of the port, after entry 
cf the gocds. The Consular Regulations of 
1806, paragraph 674, shall be amended accord- 
ingly. 

“In reappraisement cases the hearing shall 
be open and in the presence of the importer 
or his attorney, unless the Board of Ap- 
praisers shall certify to the Secretary of the 
Treasury that the public interest will suffer 
thereby; but in the latter case the importer 
shall be furnished with a summary of the 
facts developed at the closed hearing upon 
which the reappraisement is based. 

‘*The practice in regard to ‘Personal appear- 
ance before consul’ ‘Original bills," ‘declara- 
tion of name of ship,’ shall made uniform 
in the sense:— 

‘4. That the personal appearance 
consular officer shall be demanded 
exceptional cases, where special reasons 
quire a personal explanation. 

“2. That the original bills are only to be 
requested in cases where invoices presented to 
the consular officer for authentication include 
goods of various kinds that have been pur- 
chased from different manufacturers at places 
more or less remote from the consulate and 
that these bills shall be returned after inspec- 
tion by the consular officer. 

“3, That the declaration of the name of the 
ship in the invoice shall be dispensed with 
whenever the exporter at the time the tnvu. e 
is presented for authentication is unable to 
uame the ship. 

“Paragraph 678 of such regulations, as 
amendea March 1, 1906, shall be further 
amended by striking out the words:— 

** Whenever the invoice is presented to be 
consulated in a country other than the one 
from which the merchandise is being directly 
experted tu the United States.’ And by in- 
serting after the first sentence the following 
clause '— 

**As place, in which the merchandise was 
purchased, is to be considered the place where 
the contract was made, whenever this was 
done at the place where the exporter has his 
office." 

‘Paragraph 681 
of 1806, relative to 
shall be revoked. 

‘Special agents, confidential agents and 
others sent by the Treasury Department to in- 
vestigate questions bearing upon customs ad- 
ministration shall be accredited to the German 
Government through the Department of State 
at Washington and the Foreign Office at Ber- 
lin, and such agents shall co-operate with the 
several chambers of commerce located in the 
territory apporticred to such agents. It is 
hereby understood that the general principle as 
to persone grate shall apply to these of- 
ficlals, 

“The certificates as to value issued by Ger- 
man chambers of commerce shall be accepted 
by appraisers as competent evidence and be 
considered by them in connection with such 
other evidence as may be adduced."’ 

The Administration has decided, after 
careful deliberation, to extend the modi- 
fications in the customs and consular reg- 
ulations to the products of all countries, 
except in the case of certain provisions 
of the new consular code, which apply in 
terms to Germany only. The new regu- 
lations provide that special agents sent 
by the Treasury Department to investi- 
gate questions bearing Upon customs ad- 
ministration, shall be accredited to the 
German Government through the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington and the 
Foreign Office at Berlin, and such agents 
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shall co-operate with the several cham- 
bers of commerce located in the territory 
apportioned to such agents. It is not pro- 
posed at this time to apply this pro- 
vision to special agents making investiga- 
tions in other countries than Germany, 
as there has been no demand for such an 
innovation from any other government. 

It is possible that the regulation may 
ultimately be extended to France, as the 
headquarters of the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s foreign staff has long been lo- 
cated at Paris and it may be found desir- 
able, in view of the tariff arrangements 
just concluded and those still pending, 
to give the special agents’ bureau a bet- 
ter official status than it now enjoys, The 
agreement with Germany also provides 
that “the certificates as to value issued 
by German chambers of commerce shall 
be accepted by appraisers as competent 
evidence and be considered by them in 
connection with such other evidence as 
may be adduced,’’ but it is not deemed 
practicable to extend this provision to 
other countries for the reason that there 
is nowhere else the semi-official organiza- 
tion of domestic trades as exists in Ger- 
many, and there are no bodies corres- 
ponding at all closely to the German 
chambers of commerce. 

There is nothing in the text of the cus- 
toms and consular regulations above quot- 
ed to indicate that the amendments will 
apply to importations from any country 
except Germany, but formal notice of 
their general application will be given by 
the Treasury Department as soon as the 
question is raised, either by customs or 
consular officials or by interested import- 
ers. It has been thought wise to issue 
the regulations as applied to German 
products and to rule upon their general 
application whenever that question is 
properly brought before the Department. 

It will be observed that the Adminis- 
tration has not delayed the proclamation 
of the agreement with Germany as the 
result of the opposition that has developed 
to the acceptance of export values in 
invoices of German goods produced ex- 
clusively for foreign consumption. Much 
misapprehension exists as to the general 
subject of export values for invoicing pur- 
poses, and especially as to the evidence 
that will be accepted by the customs au- 
thorities with relation thereto. The im- 
pression seems to be current that export 
values will be adopted by the appraising 
officers in all cases in which they may 
be tendered. and that the declaration of 
the shipper that the goods are not sold 
in the domestic markets will be regarded 
as final and conclusive. This is wholly 
erroneous. In the first place, the Treas- 
ury Department will insist upon the same 
careful investigation of ‘‘export values’”’ 
as is now made in the case of ‘foreign 
market values.”’ Secondly, the fact that 
the goods exported differ slightly from 
those. sold for domestic consumption will 
not be accepted as a sufficient reason for 
a reduced export price. Finally, the De- 
partment will make careful comparison 
of the valuation of goods alleged to be 
made for American markets with that of 
the same or similar products exported to 
other countries. It may be assumed, 
therefore, that no avenue of undervalua- 
tion will be opened up as the result of 
the application of the principle involved 
in the new agreement, but that the rev- 
enues of the government and the inter- 
ests of domestic manufacturers will be as 
fully safeguarded as heretofore. 

The Secretary of State and the French 
minister have recently had several con- 
ferences on the subject of the tariff rela- 
tions of France and the United States, 
and the prospect for the conclusion of a 


reciprocal trade agreement similar to that | gos 
I Ww 


negotiated with Germany is brighter than 
at any time since the subject was taken 
up. A tentative draft of an agreement 
is now being formulated by the State 
Department and will provide for a 20 per 
cent. reduction in the duty on French 
champagnes in exchange for the minimum 
rates of the French tariff on a large 
proportion of the products which we now 
export to France. It will also be pro- 
vided that the French products enumer- 
ated in the existing agreement negotiated 
under Section 8 of the Dingley act shall 
continue to enjoy the special rates spe- 
cified therein. It is not the present in- 
tention of the State Department to send 
a commission to Paris in connection with 
this treaty, as it is believed that a satis- 
factory agreement can be reached on the 
basis of data now in the Department's 
possession. 
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Denatured Alcohol Regulations 
May be Modified, 


ARGUMENTS FOR ABOLITION OF SYSTEM 
OF SALES RECORDS AND REPORTS 
BY SMALL DEALERS PRESENTED 
TO INTERNAL REVENUE BU- 
REAU BY COMMITEE OF MAN- 
UFACTURERS GOVERN- 

MENT OFFICIALS IM- 

PRESSED. 

Washington, June 7, 1907. 

An important conference was held at the 
Treasury Department to-day between rep- 
resentatives of the Committee of Manu- 
facturers which secured the passage of 
the denatured alcohol legislation and the 
principal officials of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau concerning the amendments de- 
sired in the code of regulations, which is 
now undergoing revision in order that the 
rules may be adapted to the supplemental 
legislation enacted by the last Congress. 
J. H. Allen, the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, presented the arguments in favor 
of the desired changes and filed a suc- 
cinct brief in their support. 

The drug trade is vitally interested 
in the proposed amendments, the chief 
object of which is to render completely 
denatured alcohol free from vexatious re- 
strictions after it has entered the chan- 
nels of distribution. In particular, it is 
the object of the amendments to do away 
with the present elaborate system of rec- 
ords and reports which has deterred thous- 
ands ef druggists, both wholesale and re- 


tail, from handling this important prod- 
uct, the sale of which promises to be 
greatly stimulated in the near future by 
the manufacture of scores of devices for 
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its consumption, both commercially and 
domestically. The committee of manufac- 
turers insists that the records now re- 
quired to be kept by retail druggists and 
the periodical reports which they must 
submit to the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
are of absolutely no value to the Govern- 
ment and impose unnecessary labor and 
expense upon the dealer. The arguments 
submitted to the Bureau officials are sum- 
marized in the following extracts from 
the brief filed with the Commissioner:— 


“On the subject of modifying the existing 
regulations governing the sale and distribu- 
tion of completely denatured alcohol, with- 
drawn free of tax under the act approved June 
7th, 1906, and intended for use as fuel, light 
and power, we would respectfully submit for 
your consideration the following:— 

“First, the enactment of the law providing 
for the use, free of tax, of ethyl alcohol ren- 
dered unfit for use as a beverage, was in- 
tended to make a clear distinction between 
beverage distilled spirits and alcohol used for 
industrial purposes, so that when alcohol had 
been mixed with some substance which made 
it unfit for internal use it was to be regarded 
as an industrial material, as, for example, kero- 
sene or vinegar. It was undoubtedly the ir- 
tent of Congress that the denatured alcohol 
intended for lighting, heating and motor fuel 
purposes should be sold as freely as any other 
material of general use. 

“Second, the laws and regulations governing 
the production and denaturing of alcohol afford 
ample safeguards against possible fraud on 
the revenue through the substitution of un- 
taxed aicchol for taxed beverage spirits before 
alcohol is placed on sale. It is there- 
fore eviaent that at the time the denatured 
alcchol reaches the wholesale dealer there is 
no darger that taxable pure alcohol has been 
substituted for the untaxed material, and the 
regttiations governing the disposition of the de- 
naiurec alcohol after its receipt by the whole- 
sale dealer need only be cencerned with the 
question of tracing it to its ultimate purchaser, 

“Third, a precedent for the nature of the 
reguiations which should govern the sale of 
denatured alcohol is found in the regulations 
swoverning the use of sweet wines, fortified with 
untaxed alcohol. The law granting producers 
of sweet wines the right to use alcohol free of 
tax in fortifying their products has been in 
fnee for more than sixteen years, and three 
or four million gallons of tax-free alcohol are 
annually used for this purpose. Under this 
iaw, and the regulations issued to carry it 
intc eficct, sweet wines} not only fit, but in- 
tended solely, for beverage use, containing as 
much as 24 per cent. of alcohol, are sold freely 
in large or small quantities by druggists, gro- 
cers, liquor dealers, ete., without any record 
being required of such sales. It would cer- 
tainly be very much easier for any one desiring 
t» defraud the revenue to purchase these 
wines and recover the alcohol by a simple 
process of distillation, than to purify denatured 
alcohol by separating Its constituents, which 
can only be done by a complicated process of 
fractional distillation. s'nce sixteen years’ ex 
perience with tax-free alcohol for beverage 
purposes has shown no need of an elaborate 
system of restrictions on the sale of sweet 
wines, we cannot understani why it should 
be thought necessary to regulate so closely the 
sale of a material with which the possibilities 
of fraud are far less tian in the case of such 


vines, 

“Fourth, the system of 
ticeus covering denatured aleohol 
are, presumably, based on the idea that by 
braving a record of sales the Government 
would be enabled to discover and parties 
who m ght be purifying tre denatured product 
anl substituting the ethyi alcoho! lur bever- 
age «pivits. Since it 1s an admitted fact that 
it is much easier to distil spirits directly from 
corn, sugar or molasses than to separate the 
methyl and ethyl alcohols, it would seem that 
the protection of the revenues would roquire 
the keeping of records of sales of all corn, 
sugar, ete. This is. of course, impossible, but 
the suggestion serves to show that denatured 
alcohol can safely be sold as freely as those 
materials, 

“Fifth, the effect of the present regulations 
governing the sale and use of denatured alco- 
has undoubtedly been to discourage the 
consumption of that material. The additional 
trouble given by the system of records of 
sales, reports, ete., has operated to prevent 
dealers handling denatured alcohol, as_ they 
can avoid this unnecessary work and ex- 
pense by dealing in wood alcohol. The average 
small dealer does not, as a rule, come in con- 
tact with the Internal Revenue Bureau in any 
way, and fears that an inadvertent violation of 
its regulations may result in his incurring se- 
vere penalties. The result is that he either 
does not apply for permission to sell dena- 
tured alcohol, or else feels that he must be 
compensated for the extra trouble involved by 
charging a price that will give more than 
the usual profit on an industrial material of 
the same value, In either case the sale of 
denatured alcohol is diminished, since every- 
thing that tends to increase its cost, or prevent 
dealers from keeping it for sale, decreases its 
consumption. 

“Sixth, the dealers who should naturally 
handle the greater part of the denatured alco- 
hol sold for lighting, heating and other do- 
mestic purposes, are the retail grocers of all 
of the country. Many of these gro- 
deal in bottled wines, beer and other 
though not selling these beverages for 
on their nremises. There is no 
good reason why they should not be allowed 
to deal in this material, as there is not the 
slightest danger that it would be used as a 
substitute for taxpaid liquors sold by them, 
The character of the completely denatured al- 
cohol makes it so unfit for beverage use that 
its substitution could be readily discovered, 
and the severe penalties imposed by law on 
persons making a wrongful use of it would be 
an effective deterrent against fraudulent prac- 
tices. We are confiden® that it would be en- 
tirely safe to authorfze the sale of com- 
pletely denatured alcohol by all dealers and 
merchants, except rectifiers of spirits and 
those selling beverage liquors to be drunk on 
the premises of the dealer. 

“In considering the nature 
tions which should apply to the sale of de- 
natured  aleohol, valuable information is 
gained from the experience of Germany, where 
laws providing for tax-free alcohol for indus- 
trial purposes have been in force for many 
years. The German system of denatured alco- 
hol was first adopted in 1879, and the officials 
charged with the administration of the law 
testify that in the past twenty-seven years 
there have been practically no cases of fraud 
through the purification of the denatured prod- 
uct and its substitution for tax-paid spirits. 
Senate Report No, 1,141, Fifty-fourth Congress, 
second session, on ‘Alcohol in the Manufactures 
and Arts,’ contains a statement of the ad- 
ministrative features of the German law and 
regulations by Privy Councillor Koreuber, in 
reply to questions submitted by Mr. Henry 
Dalley, who was sent as a special agent of 
the United States to investigate the laws re- 
lating to industrial aleohol in Europe. Re- 
plying to the question, ‘Are licenses issued to 
parties desiring to keep in stock and retail 
ordinary methylated spfrits?” it was stated:— 
‘There are no licenses issued. The ordinary 
methylated spirit is regarded as safe, and of 
this there is no special surveillance by the 
Government officers. Government supervision 
in the case of methylated alcohol, as will be 
seen in my previous replies, extends only to 
the specially methylated spirits intended for 
particular manufactures.’ 

“This statement as to the freedom from Gov- 
ernment supervision of the sale and distribu- 
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tion of denatured alcohol in Germany intended 
to be used for ‘light, heat and fuel’ was sub- 
stantiated by the report of a special depart- 
mental committee appointed by the Engfiigh 
Government to inquire into the existing regu- 
lations in that country governing its use in 
the arts and manufactures. This report was 
carefully considered b the Committee on 
Ways and Means, and the following is one of 
several extracts from said report, which ap- 
pears on page 31 of the printed hearings:— 

‘“‘*The denaturing mixture, consisting of 
four parts of wood naphtha to one part of 
pyridin bases, is received in iron drums, ready 
mixed, from the factory where it is prepared, 
which we subsequently visited. The drums 
are kept under revenue seal, and may only 
be opened in the presence of a revenue officer. 
The quantity of denaturant required for each 
cask is drawn off in a graduated can and 
emptied into the cask through the bunghole. 
The revenue officers keep a running account of 
the quantity drawn off from the store drum, 
from time to time, on a label attached to the 
drum. 

‘* ‘After the addition of the denaturant, the 
revenue officers must satisfy themselves that 
a thorough mixture of the spirit and de- 
naturant is effected by stirring with a wooden 
rod or by rolling the cask about, and the de- 
natured spirits is then free from further rev- 


enue control.’ : 
“Seventh, It is the opinion of 
extended and carefully 


chemists, based on 
conducted experiments, that it is much safer 
defraud the rev- 


for any persons wishing to 
enues by the sale of untaxed spirits or alcohol 
to distill such spirits in the first instance 
from corn, sugar or molasses, than to recover 
the ethyl alcohol from the wood alcohol and 
kerosene required to be added to the com- 
pleteiy denature! material. To effectively sep- 
arate ethyl and methy} alcohol requires a 
costly and complicated process of fractional 
distillation, involving the use of an ex- 
pcnsive columm still. Beverage spirits, on the 
other hand, can be readily distilled by a sim- 
ple apparatus, which is so small as to be 
easily concealed, from corn, sugar, etc. These 
latter materials can be purchased in any 
desired quantity in all sections of the coun- 
try, and in view of this fact, it is evident 
that there is no reason why illicit distillers 
shouid go to the greater trouble and expense 
involved in manufacturing a substitute for un- 
taxed spirits from denatured alcohol.”’ 


The internal revenue officials are much 
impressed with the committee’s appeal for 
more liberal regulations and the Report- 
er’s correspondent violates no confidence 
in predicting that the forthcoming re- 
vised code will fully meet the views of 
the drug trate and remove all objection- 
able restrictions upon what promised to 
be an exceedingly profitable line of busi- 
ness,

Beans. 


There is little of supplementary in- 
terest in vanilla beans and in some 
quarters a slight abatement from the 
activity of recent weeks has been ex- 
perienced. Dealers, however, maintain 
the same degree of confidence in values 
and a higher level for Mexican cuts is 
declared to be warranted, nothing being 
available from first hands below $4. 
The range for Bourbons may be re- 
peated as $2.65@3.50, but the quality ob- 
tainable at the inside figure is declared 
to be rather poor. For Angostura tonka 
beans 60c. in casks can be done, Cal- 
abar beans are firmly held, some hold- 
ers not being willing to shade 12c. 


Berries. 


A better inquiry has been noted for 
cubeb berries, but competition remains 
keen, holding prices at a level that, it 
is stated, does not represent the parity 
of primary values. Berries suitable for 
distillation are said to be scarce. The 
same quotations are current for juni- 
per berries, and steady sales are re- 
ported at 3%c. 

Essential Oils. 


The conditions governing this mar- 
ket have shown little variation during 
the week, and trading, as a rule, has 
been of light proportions. The Mes- 
sina essences have commanded favor- 
able attention upon the receipt of pri- 
mary advices quoting in excess of spot 
prices. Interest has been centered in 
bergamot, a late cablegram reporting 
an active demand, with values in ris- 
ing tendency, the parity of $3.69 for 
37@88 per cent. ester and $3.38 for 36 
per cent. being quoted. In another 
quarter news of a rapidly advancing 
market was received by cable on Fri- 
day. On spot $3.20 was said to have 
been paid for standard test, and sellers 
assumed a more reserved stand. 

The outlook for cassia is regarded 
favorable for advanced prices, owing 
to the spot scarcity, which has been 
confirmed by sales among local dealers 
during the week. Light offerings are 
also reported from abroad. On spot 
$1.50 was a general quotation for 75@80 
per cent. at the close. 

There was little to distinguish the 
peppermint situation during the early 
part of the week, but toward the close 
the continued receipt of advices denot- 
ing a serious setback to the plants be- 
gan to make an impression. Some of 
the lower quotations were withdrawn, 
and there was more of a disposition to 
release only jobbing quantities. There 
was little inclination to anticipate the 
new crop, and it was said to be difficult 
to obtain offers from primary holders.

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A local house reports advices, stating 
that American oil has been sold in 
France at the parity of $1.58 for recti- 
fied and $1.36 for unrectified. 

The production of sweet birch oil 
this season is considered as promising, 
and dealers await a more favorable 
buying basis in the country. A late 
report from one of the principal distil- 
ling districts was to the effect that one 
producer had 20 stills in operation, from 
which a yield of 1,200 pounds a week 
was expected, and that 40 other stills 
were working within a radius of 20 
miles. Spot supplies are still moderate, 
and the range is maintained at $2@2.25. 

Cable advices from Kazanlik, Bul- 
garia, to a local house late in the week 
reported that the rose crop had suf- 
fered damage to the extent of 30 per 
cent. and an advance of 45c. was main- 
tained. Other dealers stated that no 
change had been made in their sched- 
ule. 

Flowers. 

Hungarian, or, as they are more gen- 
erally known, German chamomiles have 
been in rising tendency, stimulated by 
cable advices from primary sources 
naming 13c. for old and up to léc. for 
new. There is as yet quite a margin 
between foreign and spot figures, but 
more of a parity is likely to be estab- 
lished during the next few days. A 
limited quantity is available on spot at 
9%c., but a more general quotation is 
10c. For July-August arrival of new 
flowers 13@1l4c. is named. New Roman 
flowers are not due until October and 
spot supplies are not more than will 
be required over the interim. 

There have been no developments af- 
fecting the market for American saf- 
fron, although it is believed that con- 
cessions are available in anticipation 
of the new crop. Elder flowers are slow 
and quotations are irregular, covering 
a range of 18@23c., as to quality and 
holder. 

Gums. 

The most interesting item under this 
heading has been Arabic sorts, the up- 
ward course of values noted in the 
last report having been well main- 
tained over the week. A level of 74@ 
7%c. for ordinary amber has been 
reached, and a corresponding strength- 
ening of choice white grades has been 
effected. The available stock in Cairo 
is said to be in the hands of one dealer, 
and on the basis of his quotations the 
cost to import ordinary amber sorts 
would exceed 8c. The stimulating fac- 
tor has been the comparative lightness 
of the crop of amber, which is com- 
puted at 4,400 tons, against an average 
of 10,000@11,000 tons. 

The camphor market remains rather 
routine, but the prospect for any early 
abatement of firmness is discouraged 
with equal emphasis. The prediction 
of a decided advance in crude abroad 
has not apparently been fulfilled. July 
is said to be the earliest period for 
shipment of European refined, but it 
is difficult to interest local dealers at 
the current basis. No change is to be 
noted in either domestic or foreign re- 
fined. Cable advices to the Reporter 
on Saturday indicated lower markets in 
London and Hamburg. 

New crop Curacao aloes are being re- 
ceived regularly, but importers report 
lively bidding to secure anything 
available, About 200 packages which 
arrived within the last few days were 
readily sold. Several inquiries for for- 
eign account are still unsatisfied. <A 
limited quantity on spot is available at 
7l4c., but one dealer states that he de- 
clined an order for 200 cases at this 
figure. 

Prime Mexican chicle is available at 
47c. for car lots, but for jobbing quan- 
tities up to 52c. is named. The bulk of 


the crop is. said to have been for- 
warded. 
Asafoetida continues to strengthen 


abroad and while the spot range is un- 
altered, the demand has assumed bet- 
ter proportions.

Regular sales of prime green 
buchu are reported at 24@26c., and a 
flurry of buying interest was occa- 
sioned during the week in grinding 
grades, some of which realized im- 
proved prices.

Firmer advices from Calcutta during 
the week, indicating an advance of 1@ 
1%c. for distant positions, have tended 
to abate the keenness of local competi- 
tion, but quotations have remained on 
a basis that dealers declare does not 
represent the true position of the mar- 
ket. T. N. especially is considered cheap 
at 45c. and reports of adulteration are 
associated with present selling tactics. 
Our London correspondent cables to- 
day an unchanged market for spot T. N. 
at 212s. The Tannenfels is here with 
2,000 cases of orange marks and 1,500 
packages of refuse. Shipments from 
Caleutta during the last half of May 
were heavy, amounting to 13,900 cwt., 
against 7,300 cwt. during the same 
period last year.

The large manufacturing interests 
throughout the country are paying lit- 
tle attention to the various rumors that 
have been circulated about prosperity 
being on the wane.

There were more in- 
quiries toward the close of the week, 
however, and with a few days of warm 
sunshine, the prospects for an active 
business in these commodities appear 
exceedingly bright. 

The agricultural staples have moved 
irregular, fluctuations being effected by 
g0Overnment estimates and _ reports 
from the different crop growing states: 
July wheat has ruled easier. The range 
was from $1.01%@1.05%, closing Fri- 
day at $1.04.

Cape Berry Wax from Cape Colony. 
MAY BE FOUND USEFUL TO SOAPMAK 
ERS AND POSSIBLY FOR THE MANU- 
FACTURE OF CANDLES 


Samples of Cape Berry wax have been 
shown at an exhibition held by the Royal 
Horticultural Society in London, and at 
the Colonial Exhibition at the Crystal 
Palace and referred to in this Journal. 
The attention of the Director of the Im- 
perial Institute was directed to the ma- 
terial by Mr. A. J. Chiappini, of Cape 
Town, who stated that although it was 
obtainable in quantity in the Colony no 
considerable use for it had yet been found. 
A sample of the wax was supplied to the 
Imperial Institute, at the suggestion of 
the Director, by the Agent-General for 
Cape Colony, in order that it might be 
examined and its exact commercial value 
ascertained. The sample consisted of a 
moulded cake of wax weighing 5% Ibs. 
In its general characters the wax was 
similar to the material usually known as 
Myrtle wax. which is derived from Myrica 
cerifera. The Cape berry wax is prob- 
ably derived from one or other of the 
several species of Myrica growing in 
South Africa. which include M. querci- 
folia, M. cordifolia, M. laciniata, and M. 
serrata, 

The following table gives the constants 
of this wax as ascertained in the scien- 
tifle and technical denartments of the 
Imperial Institute, with the figures pre- 
viously recorded for myrtle wax for com- 
parison. It will be seen that the figures

These results indicated that the wax 
might he found useful by soan-makers, 
and possibly for the manufacture of can- 
dies. although it anneared that the com- 
naratively low melting point of the fatty 
acids might render the material unsuita- 
ble for the latter purpose. 

Samnvles of the wax were submitted to 
two firms of manufacturers for valua- 
tions. One of these reported that the wax 
was not suitable for candle-making. but 
that it vielded a hard white soan. Thev 
wished to have a few hundred4éweichts for 
trial. and estimated its value at two- 
thirds to three-quarters the price of or- 
dinary beef tallow. i. e. from 22s. to 24s. 
ner ewt. at that time. The second firm. 
after insnecting the sample. and having 
been informed of the results of its ex- 
amiration at the Tmperial Institute, re- 
quested that a trial consignment of 10 
tons of the wax micht be obtained at a 
nrice not to exceed £29 ner ton net. c. 1. f. 
Liverpool. This offer was at once com-

municated to the Agent-General for Cape 
Colony, who transmitted it to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture at Ca Town, ask- 
ing that the shipment might be made as 
early as possible. In the result, however, 
it proved impossible to obtain the quan- 
tity required for the trial consignment, 
owing to the absence of any organization 
for collecting the wax at the proper season. 
From information subsequent y received 
there is no doubt that large quantities of 
the wax will be available, provided that 
the collection of the material is carried 
on continuously during the season, and 
an attempt will be made to arrange this 
next year.—The Oil and Color Trades

S. Government Treasury Internal Rev- 
enue Department decision No. 1083, March 
10th, 1907, to use formula No. 4, denatured 
alcohol as a solvent or reducer of your 
gums, comprising five parts of wood al- 
cohol and one hundred parts pure grain 
aleohol of 188 procs. no other chemical 
permitted, suc as:—pyridine, benzine, 
gasoline, etc. 

“The drying qualities of the specially 
denatured alcohol are more rapid, flows 
freer, drys harder, goes farther, there- 
fore, costs less than Pyro, completely 
denatured alcohol or any other brand al- 
lowed by the Department present rulings. 

“Many have discarded all other brands 
being too slow in drying, and the soft- 
ness of its finish does not permit its 
use in many cases and totally unfit to 
meet requirements claimed for its favor. 

“This specially denatured alcohol for 
manufacturers only is as near to the tax 
paid straight alcohol as the Government 
will allow, without the regular tax of 
$2.08, costing about $2.50 per gallon at 
present market in barrel lots. 

“If you have not already filed your 
application on form No. 581 and are not 
in possession of such blanks, write us and 
we will cheerfully furnish them free of 
charge upon application of your request, 
which you can fill in, present such to 
your Collector of Internal Revenue of 
your city, who will notify Collector ;at 
Peoria, Ill., and he will notify us of your 
serial number. We will then be permitted 
to make you a shipment of this class of 
goods, which we have every reason to be- 
lieve will meet your special needs.”’

There have 
teen no important price changes, and 
no important developments have ma- 
terialized to effect the genera] situation. 
jobbing parcels continue to find the 
usual consuming outlet and the aggre- 
gate of small orders has been of satis- 
factory proportions. A detailed market 
report of the principal chemicals is 
given below. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


ALKALI.—Deliveries on existing 
contracts have been moving Steadily 
into consuming outlets and in many in- 
stances have been increased, especially 
with manufacturers outside of the glass 
industry. There has been no special 
feature to the market and prices have 
continued unchanged on the basis of 
-90@.95e, for 48 per cent. f. o. b. works, 
as to quantity and terms of sale. For 
high test, .82@.87%c. is quoted, as to 
test, quantity and seller. 

BICARB OF SODA.—A steady mar- 
ket has been in progress under a gsea- 
sonable demand for spot and future 
delivery. Conditions governing the 
market show no material change. Sales 
have been made on the basis of 1.30c. 
in bulk, 1.50ce. for kegs f. o. b. works, 
and the usual advance of .20c. all 
around, delivered in this section, less

BLEACHING POWDER.—A season- 
able demand has preyailed for moder- 
ate quantities of spot, but the bulk of 
business has been confined to deliver- 
ies on regular contracts. Orders for 
prompt and forward are placed on the 
basis of 1.30c. for English and other 
makes at 1.25c. and up, as to test, 
make, quantity and seller. Car lots 
are held at 1.25c. and up as to quantity, 
make and terms of sale, seaboard de- 
livery. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A seasonable de- 
mand has prevailed for spot stocks, but 
there have been additional transactions 
in domestic high test for delivery over 
this and well into next year. Quota- 
tions may be quoted firm on the basis 
of 1.75@1.80ce. and .10c. higher for 60 
per cent. f. 0. b. works, as to quantity 
and terms of sale, Powdered contin- 
ues to move in a routine way at 2% 
@3c., as to test, quantity and point of 
delivery, 

SALT CAKE.—There has been no 
material change to the situation since 
eur last report. Recent inquiries have 
resulted in the booking of heavy orders 
for delivery over the year and prices 
have ruled firm on the basis of 40@42c., 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale 

SAL SODA,.—Local conditions have 
shown no material change. Deliveries 
on outstanding contracts continue to 
absorb the bulk of available supplies 
and additional offerings have been 
rather small. Orders are booked on the 
basis of .70c. and up f. o. b., less the 
usual discount terms. Sales of con- 
centrat2d have been made on the basis 
of 1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale, At the close 
= the week 2 car lots were sold at

ACETIC.—The demand has been of 
seasonable proportions with a good 
average movement in progress on reg- 
ular contracts. Prices remain un- 
changed on the basis of 24%@2.35c., as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—No change in the situation, 
which remains a strong one. Supplies 
are not excessive and offerings have 
been comparatively light. Prices may 
be quoted firm on the basis of 4%%c. 
and up, as to strength, seller and quan- 
tity and location. 

MURIATIC.—Additional sales to reg- 
ular contract deliveries have been re- 
ported on the basis of 1.10c. and up, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

OXALIC.—The situation has contin- 
ued rather quiet. Small dealers who 
purchased stocks during the recent 
fuel boom have shown some desire to 
dispose of their goods at 9c., but the 
larger dealers still maintain 94@9%c.

ACETATE OF LIME.—Consumers 
have been fairly steady buyers of 
moderate quantities of spot for current 
requirements and the aggregate de- 
mand of this character has been satis- 
factory, although no large individual 
transactions have been reported. The 
market continues firm with manufac- 
turers maintaining former views. Or- 
ders are booked on the basis of 1.60@ 
1.65c. for brown and 2,50@2.65c. for 
gray, according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

ALUM.—Deliveries to manufacturing 
consumers have been of good seasona- 
ble volume and, aside from these, a 
fair demand has prevailed for spot job- 
bing quantities. Prices may be called 
firm on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. for lump, 
1.85@1.90c. for ground, and powdered at 
8e, and upward, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—A fair demand 
has prevailed for moderate quantities 
of spot, but market conditions show 
no important changes, and quotations 
have continued steady on the basis of 
4%c. for drums, 5%c. for carboys in car 
lots and the usual advance for less 
quantities, as to packing and terms of 
sale, for 26 degrees. 

ARSENIC.—The situation has_ re- 
mained exceedingly quiet. The glass 
makers are out of the market and, ow- 
ing to the backward season, the paris 
green makers have not been over busy 
with their contracts, although there 
was more activity from this source to- 
ward the end of the week. Other con- 
sumers have enough stock on hand and 
are not interested in the market at 
present. Reports from primary sources 
state a firmer position abroad, but 
there has been no sympathetic demon- 
stration in local values as yet. Prices 
remain unchanged on the basis of 7% 
@8e., according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market has 
retained its strong tendency, and the 
consuming demand, while not especial- 
ly active, has been of fairly steady 
proportions. Some down East consum- 
ers placed car lot orders toward the 
close of the week, and at leading quar- 
ters better business is looked for from 
now on. Values remain firm on the 
basis of 7%c. for car lots and 7%c and 
up for smaller parcels, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale.

Business moving has been limited 
to contract deliveries and prices have 
continued unchanged on the basis of 
94@9'%c. for crystals and 9%@9%c. for 
small parcels of powdered, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale.

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY PREPARES 
RETORT—VALUABLE TO FERTILIZER 
INDUSTRY — DETAILED DESCRIP- 

TION OF LOCALITIES WHERE 
PHOSPHATE IS FOUND, 
Washington, June 7, 1907. 


A report of much value to the fertilizer 
industry has been prepared for the U. 8S. 
Geological Survey by Messrs. F. B. Weeks 
and W. F. Ferrier, of the Survey's staff, 
upon the phosphate deposits of the West- 
ern States, concerning which is little gen- 
eral knowledge except on the part of 
those now engaged in their exploration 
and development, notwithstanding the 
tact that they are of considerable extent 
and great economic importance and are 
scattered throughout at least three large 
States. Under these circumstances the 
Survey has deemed it advisable to make 
a special investigation with a view to 
publishing the information gathered by its 
experts relating to these deposits, de- 
scribing in some detail the localities 
where they have been most extensively 
mined and which may serve as a general 
type. Following is an abstract of this 
repori:— 

“The discovery of these beds has opened up a 
new industry in the West, the future of which 
is largely dependent on the granting of such 
rates by the railroads as will enable the 
manufactured product or raw material to be 
sold at a prodt in Australia, Honolulu, Japan 
and the Middle States, the home market on the 
Pacific Coast being at present a somewhat 
limited one

Carboniferous rocks of 
the Central Cordilleran region include a series 
of oolitic beds containing a variable percentage 
of POs. These beds are known to occur over 
a considerable area in Southeastern § Idaho, 
Southwestern Wyoming and Northeastern Utah 
Prospecting has been carried on at a number 
of widely separated localities. The strike of 
the beds follows the general northwest-south- 
east trend of the ranges along which they out- 
crop, 

“In Idaho the beds outcrop along the Preuss 
Range, extending from the line of Bannock 
and Pear Lake counties in a southeasterly 
directiin along its west face. A probable 
souther.. extension of these beds near the 
Idaho-Utah line is found on the mountain 
slopes east of Bear Lake, where the overlap 
of upper Mesozoic sediments has been eroded 
East of the Preuss Range, in the Sublette 
Range in Wyoming, are similar beds which fol- 
low the southerly trend of this range to 
Smith's Fork, 

‘The mountains rise 1,500 to 3,000 feet above 
the intervening valleys and the _ region is 
@rained by Bear River and its tributaries. The 
Oregon Short Line Rallroad follows the val- 
ley of Bear River and affords the only means 
of transportation to market. At present those 
beds which can be developed at the least cost 
and lie nearest the railroad shipping points are 
being worked. In Utah the phosphate series 
has been found some distance south of Bear 
Lake, in the vicinity of Woodruff. The beds 
also outcrop in Weber Canyon, about one mile 
and a half below Croydon, and in some of the 
side canyons. None of these beds are being 
worked at present. The Union Pacific Rail- 
road, which fellows the course of Weber 
River, will make possible a rapid development 
{n this region.

The detailed structure and sequence of 
phosphate series here has not yet been 
out. Heavy wash covers the base 
extending a considerable distance 
to a point where the phosphate

“The phosphate series 
largely concealed by heavy wash, and suffi- 
cient work has not yet been done to permit the 
making of a detailed section. The phosphate 
heds are exposed along Twelvemile, or Wood- 
ruff, Creek and Sugar Pine Creek, about 
twelve miles west of Woodruff. The best bed 
immediately overlies the basal limestone and 
averages about five feet in thickness. There 
is a series of smaller beds separated by lime 
stone and shale, as observed at the other 
localities. The upper limestone, with charac- 
teristic large spirifers and Productus, is also 
present. Sandstone and quartzite, standing 
nearly vertical in places, crown the ridge on 
the west side of Twelvemile Creek toward the 
south end of the outercp and also occur on 
Sugur Pine Creek. A careful determination of 
the fossils and comparison with those at 
Montpelier, Croydon and other places is being 
made and the results will be given in a later 
paper. “%he strike of the beds varies locally, 
but a rough average would be about N. 15 deg. 
%.: the dip is to the west at various angles, 
ranging from nearly horizontal to 60 deg. 

SAGE, WYO. 

phosphate beds are seen near 
Wvyo., a station on the Oregon Short 
Railroad, about twerty-four miles north- 
east of Woodruff. The outcrop extends in a 
southerly directicn a few miles to the south- 
weet of the railroad. Some shipments have 
recently been made from Sage to the Pacific 
coust and work is now going on. 

COKEVILLE, WYO. 

‘The Sublette Range extends along the east- 
ern side of the Bear River Valley in this re- 
rion. A bold escarpment of carboniferous 
strata, which has been cut through by Smith's 
Fork, faces the valley opposite Cokeville, 
Wyo. The quartzite beds are in vertical po- 
sition with a tendency to overturn to the west. 
In the lower part of the upper carboniferous 
series the beds dip 65 deg. E. for some dis- 
tance, beyond which they stand nearly ver- 
tical. A fault occurs by which the Bear 
River (Cretaceous) is brought against the 
‘Permo-Carboniferous,’ cutting out the Trias- 
sic and Jurassic, which, according to Veatch, 
have together an average thickness of 5,500 
feet in the region to the east. The strike of 
the beds follows the general trend of the 
range. 

“About two miles northeast of Cokeville, on 
the north side of Smith’s Fork, the surface 
covering has been removed from the phos- 
phate beds, which are exposed for a distance 
of 400 feet up the slope of the ridge, dipping 
65 deg. LE. The uppermost layer of the series 
ig a six-foot Led of phosphate and below this, 
separated © three feet of brown shale and 
hard, blue limestone, is another bed four te 
five feet thick 

“Two tunnels nave been cut into the 
bed, one about thirty-five feet, the other 
fifty feet in length. A square box chute 
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steel bottcm has been built along the outcrop, 
extending down to storage bins near the base 
of the ridge. The rock is hard and requires 
considerable Llasting. The material is shov- 
eled into wheelbarrows, taken to the platform 
at the tunnel mouth, and dumped into the 
chute, s.-hich conducts it by gravity to the 
storage bins. ‘The phosphate will be dumped 
into wagons and hauled to the railroad at 
Tokeville, a distance of about two and a half 
miles over a level roac. The property is con- 
trolled by the Union Phosphate Company. At 


the time of visit three or four men were 
working in the tunnel, and considerable mate- 
rial had accumulated, awaiting the arrival of 
cars. No facilities tor rapid handling of the 
material at the railroad had been provided. 
Levelopment was progressing as rapidly as 
possible with the limited number of men em- 
ployed, 
THOMAS FORK, WYO. 
“There is an extensive exposure of the 


phosphate series low down on the flanks of the 
Sublette Range, on the east side of Thomas 
Fork, which empties into Bear River at Border, 
Idaho, a station on the Oregon Short Line Rail- 
road. As at Montpelier, the series is exposed 
in numerous small draws that cut across the 
strike, and also in Raymond Canyon, which 
penetrates the range. Between these points the 
outerop is largely concealed by heavy wash. 
Several peculiar features characterize the se- 
ries here, and its detailed structure and geo- 
logic relations have not yet been fully worked 
out. At the south end of the exposure the beds 
stand at a high angle, in places almost verti- 
cal, and the best phcsphate bed appears to be 


underlain by a hard, gray, exceedingly sili- 
ceous rock, apparently a cherty limestone, 
This has withstood the erosion of the softer 


strata and outcrops boldly, forming high verti- 
cal reefs along the range. Above the mair 
phosphate bed there is the usual succession 
cf limestones, shales and phosphate. The 
structure is somewhat complicated, owing to 
the faulting and folding of the strata. At the 
north end of the exposure, which is about seven 
miles long, the beds in most places have a 
flatter dip, ranging from 45 deg. to 60 deg. W. 
The general strike at the south end is roughly 
north and south and at the north end of the 
expusure swings a little to the west. Some 
long cuts were made across the strata late in 
the fall of 1906, in order to expose their se- 
quence, but snow came before the detailed 
study of the section was completed. 


MONTPELIER, IDAHO. 


“The succession of strata in the range east 
of Montpelier, Idaho, is in places broken by 
folding and faulting, and where this is the case 
the structure is difficult to follow, since not 
only does the faulting vary in amount of 
displacement, but the beds, particularly on the 
west side of the fold, contain numerous rolls, 
which cause both the strike and dip to vary 
considerably within rather short distances, 
The intense compression to which these beds 
have been subjected has proauced in places a 
very remarkable fracturing by which they ap- 
petr to be on edge, with a general north-south 


strike. The dip, however, is to the west at 
angles of 20 jeg. to 30 deg. 
“In the canyon of Montpelier Creek the 


lowest beds exposed are yellow, which imme- 
diately underlie the phosphate series. The 
overlying limestones generally occur in massive 
outcrops. A prominent spur of the range ex- 
tends nearly to the town of Montpelier and ts 
formed of limestones and sandstones of upper 
Carboniferous and Mesozoic age. The lower 
portion of the upper Carboniferous series, in- 
cluding the phosphate beds, is exposed on the 
north side of Montpelier Creek. 

“On the south side of Montpelier Creek the 
phosphate series is buried beneath the detrital 
slopes, and the outcrops of the phosphate beds 
are exposed only in the numerous draws which 
cut across the strike along the range. Be- 
tween these points the beds are not visible 
except where exposed by the large amount 
of development work which has been done, 
particularly on the Waterloo placer-mining 
claim. Their presence, however, is indicated 
by pieces of float and the characteristic dark- 
ening of the soil overlying them. Here the 
beds dip to the west at a low angle—about 20 
degrees to 30 degrees. They are remarkably 
uniform in character over a wide area, rolling 


slightly, but showing no signs of any very 
serious disturbance. 
“From a practical standpoint the limestone 


immediately overlying the main phosphate bed 
at Montpelier is of considerable importance, 
being very uniform in character wherever 
found. This limestone or ‘cap lime,’ as it is 
called by the miners, is a valuable landmark 
in prospecting for the main bed of phosphate. 
It averages two feet in thickness, is dark gray 


in color, and very hard when freshly ex- 
posed, but rapidly weathers brown, and finally 
disintegrates completely. In common with 
most of the other bands, it emits a strong 


bituminous odor when broken. Analyses show 
that some of these limestones contain several 
per cent. of P,Og. 

“The main phos phate bed is the lowest one 
in the series at this locality and is just over 
the basal limastone, which contains much 
silica, in many places segregated as irreg- 
ular bands and masses of chert. The phos- 
phate layers are black to brownish in color 
and finely to coarsely oolitic in structure. The 
beds rich in P,O;—for example, the main phos- 
phate bed—are almost entirely oolitic, the 
small black granules being densely packed to- 
gether with but little matrix material and 
effervescing but very slightly with HCl. The 
phosphate has a bituminous odor when freshly 
broken. As the number of oolitic grains, and 
therefore the P,O;, content, decreases, the beds 
assume more of the character of oolitic shales 
or limestones. 
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“Several thousand tots ef phosphate from 
the main bed at Montpelier, the whole of the 
material five and one-half to six feet wide be- 
tween the inclosing limestones being mined 
and shipped, showed a remarkably uniform 
content of P,O,, the average of a large series 
of analyses on carload lote giving a total of 
a little over 32 per cent. P,Os, equivalent to 
70 per cent. bone phosphate. As the result 
of a careful experiment, it was found that a 


cubic foot of the phosphate in the main bed 
weighed 150 pounds. This gives 13.3 cubic 
feet to the ton. The stratum varies consid- 
erably in hardness, the lower two feet being 
very hard and blocky and the upper portion 
being softer, with a more shaly structure. In 
early days the dark shales associated with 


the phosphate were, owing to their bituminous 
odor, frequently taken to indicate the pres- 
ence of oil or coal, and the deposits at Mont- 
pelier were filed on eoal lands and con 
siderable work was done in the effort to find 
that material. 

“As the dip is low at this place, the beds 
are worked as an ordinary flat coal seam with 
pillar and stall. The phosphate is mined by 
both open-quarry and underground workings. 
A loading platform is placed at the foot of a 
gravity tramway running up the slope of the 
hill, the top of the platform being on a level 
with the main working tunnel. The phos- 
phate rock is delivered at the platform in or- 
dinary standard ore cars from both quarry and 
mine and loaded directly into the wagons 
through a chute. It is then hauled about four 
and one-half miles to the Oregon Short Line 
Railroad at Montpelier and dumped into the 
ears through a door in a loading bridge built 
over the siding. It is now being shipped to 
the works of the San _ Francisco Chemical 
Company at Martinez, Contra Costa county, 
Cal., and there made into superphosphates to 
be used as fertilizers. 


HOT SPRINGS,

“Bennington and Georgetown, Idaho.—To 
the north along the general line of 
strike the phosphate series is seen near Ben- 
nington, Idaho, about five miles from Mont- 
pelier, where it is apparently considerably 


broken and faulted, and again in a steep can- 

yon some miles east of Georgetown, which is 

eleven miles northwest of Montpelier. 
VICINITY OF SWAN LAKES, IDAHO. 


“About four miles eas of Manson, a small 


siding on the Oregon Short Line Railroad, a 
mile south of the line between Bannock and 
Bear Lake counties, Idaho, the phosphate 


series is exposed in a high range of hills. The 
strata are much faulted and folded, but little 
development work has yet been done, and the 
detailed structure is therefore not yet satis- 
factorily worked out. The series has been 
traced for several miles along the flanks of the 
range, Which is cut by deep gulches, and also, 
owing to the folding, is found on the high 
ground. The general line of strike swings 
more to the west than at Montpelier, and the 
dips are to the west at widely varying angles. 
There is a bed of phosphate here which cor- 
responds in its general character, thickness, 
and grade to the main bed at Montpelier and, 
at several places where it is opened up, dips 
from 20 degrees to 30 degrees to the west. It 
is overlain by a band of limestone. Above 
this band of limestone there is the usual suc- 
cession of beds of phosphate, limestone and 
shale. In places this phosphate bed is faulted 
and apparently lies over a massive limestone. 
Work is being undertaken to trace out the se- 
quence and extent of the phosphate beds at 
this locality.’’

The market has followed an unevent- 
ful course since our last report, and 
no material improvement is to be 
noted in the demand. The market for 
blood and tankage presents the usual 
quiet incident to the season, and busi- 
ness was confined chiefly to small con- 
tract sales for forward delivery. While 
no apparent weakness is evidenced on 
the surface of the market, it is prob- 
able that lower values will rule on 
the opening of the market next week. 
There is no abatement of the strength 
of the nitrate of soda situation, and 
quotations rule decidedly firm for both 
spot and forward delivery, and par- 
ticularly the latter. The potashes are 
dull and without feature, but prices 
show no decline. 

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — We 
hear of no news of interest to supple 
ment our recent reports. The local 
market remains quiet, and values are 
firm in sympathy with the strong po- 
sition of nitrate of soda. There was 
some inquiry for parcels of foreign, fu- 
ture delivery, at the current basis of 
$3.05@3.07% per 100 lbs. Sales of spot 
parcels for prompt shipment were made 
on the parity of $3.07@3.10% per 100 Ibs. 
ec. i. f. New York. 

FISH SCRAP.—In the continued ab- 
sence of offerings, due to the season’s 
output having been all sold under con- 
tract, the situation remains devoid of 
new feature. Thus far the menhaden 
fishing has been very unfavorable, ow- 
ing to poor weather conditions. Re- 
ports from the South note similar con- 
ditions, with very small catches of 
unusually lean fish. Quotations remain 
nominal at $2.95. 

TANKAGE.—Sales for prompt ship- 
ment were lacking, but producers 
claim an active inquiry for futures, 
particularly from the South covering 
winter delivery, but tankers show no 
disposition to sell so far ahead. Prices 
during the week portrayed a fair de- 
gree of stability, and the market 
closed firm. Quotations for crushed 
tankage, 11 and 15 per cent. are steady 
at $2.65 and 10c. per unit; 9 and 20 per 
cent., $2.45 and 10c.; 64% and 25 per cent., 
at $20 per ton, all f. o. b. Chicago. 

GARBAGE TANKAGE. — No 
provement can be noted in the spot 
market, and business practically re- 
mains ata standstill. The withdrawals 
on uncompleted contracts were in 
small proportion, and new business was 
light. Quotations, however, remain un- 
changed at $10@11 per ton, as to point 
of shipment and terms of sale. 

DRIED BLOOD.—In response to the 
seasonable dullness and a general ab- 
sence of important demand some 
packers offered parcels of high grade, 
dried, at slightly reduced figures. How- 
ever we could learn of no sales of con- 
Sequence and. business was confined 
wholly to small lots. Quotations for 
the 12-13 per cent. ammonia remain firm 
at $2.70@2.75. But little activity was re- 
ported in the market for the high grade 
material and sales were confined chiefly 
to small jobbing parcels on the basis 
of $2.50@2.55 f. o. b. Chicago. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The local sit- 
uation underwent no perceptible 
change. The undertone decidedly 
firm owing to the favorable statistical 
position of the market. There was an 
active inquiry for parcels in all posi- 
tions, both spot and forward, on the 
basis of $2.70@2.75 per 100 lbs. spot for 
the 95 per cent. grade. For the 96 per 
cent. grade 24%@7'%c, per 100 lbs. higher 
was named.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Carnauba Wax Free of Duty. 


In a decision written by Eugene G. Hay, 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained a claim filed by Charles 
Morningstar & Co. for free entry of mer- 
chandise invoiced as carnauba wax and 
which was assessed for duty by the col- 
lector at the port of New York as a non- 
enumerated manufactured article under 
the provisions of section 6 of the tariff 
act of 1897. Protestants contended that 
it should have been admitted free of duty 
as parraffin under paragraph 6383, or as a 
vegetable or mineral wax under para- 
graph 695. The testimony of the import- 
ers’ witnesses was to the effect that the 
commodity is gathered from various 
plants in Brazil and then treated and 
bleached with paraffin wax, and that its 
use is for making shoe polish, floor polish, 
etc. Two samples were submitted to the 
chemist connected with the office of the 
Appraiser at the port of New York, and 
he reported that one of the samples con- 
tained 47 per cent. solid paraffin of melt- 
ing point 60° C.; 58 per cent. fatty acid 
compounds, chiefly unsaponifiable (prob- 
ably solid alcohols), and that the other 
contained about 25.50 per cent. solid par- 


cent. (by difference) of 
solid fatty acid unsaponifiable com- 
pounds, probably solid alcohols. ‘‘It does 
not appear from this report,’’ says the de- 
cision, ‘‘that the wax is other than of 
mineral or vegetable origin, and the 
chemist who made the analysis testified 
that he was unable to determine definite- 
ly, but that he was of opinion that it had 
been derived, if not entirely, in part from 
vegetable wax. This, taken with the 
testimony presented by the importers, we 
think fairly establishes that it is a vege- 
tuble wax with some infusion of paratfin 
resulting from the process by which it is 
treated and bleached. We think it there- 
fore comes within the purview of para- 
graph 695 and should be so classified.’

Dryer ' Dutiable at 30 Per 


Cent. ad Valorem, 


Merchandise imported by Wilfred 
Schade & Co. of St. Louis and described 
on the invoice as ‘1 cask of patent dry- 
ers," was assessed for duty at the rate 
of 2% cents a pound under the provis- 
10ns of paragraph 55, tariff act of 1897. 
The importers claimed that duty should 
have been assessed at the rate of 30 per 
cent, ad valorem under paragraph 68. The 
case Was submitted for decision on a sam- 
ple of the merchandise forwarded by the 
surveyor. An inspection 6f said sample 
showed the merchandise to be similar to 
that which was the subject of G. A. 3257 
(T. D. 16539), wherein the board held that 
“Crown patent dryer’’ was used exclu- 
sively as a dryer for paints, inks, etc., 
and was similar in material. quality and 
texture to paint. The protest was accord- 
ingly sustained and the decision of the 
surveyor reversed.

Petroleum Products, 


Paraffin wax imported from Germany by 
Franz Schwarz, of New York, was as- 
sessed with duty at the rate of 240 francs 
per 100 kilos. Protestant claimed that the 
goods are liable to a “duty on the pe- 
troleum, which origin is Germany,’’ and 
a certificate was filed with the papers de- 
claring that the paraffin was manufac- 
tured from British-India petroleum. In 
Bergeresch’s case, G. A, 6405 (T, D. 27507), 
which followed United States vs. Downing 
(T. D. 27025), the board held that paraffin 
manufactured in Germany is liable to a 
duty of 10 marks per 100 kilos. This claim 
not having been made, the protest was 
overruled without affirming the action of 
the collector. 


Weight of Ammonia. 


A protest filed by the Roessler & Hass- 
lacher Chemical Company, against the as- 
sessment of duty by the Collector of Cus- 
toms at the port of Newport News, Va., 
was overruled by the board. Objection 
was made to the method adopted in find- 
ing the weight of a shipment of ammonia, 
the protest claiming that the average was 
obtained by weighing the heaviest pack-

weigher’s dock book, which 
10 casks out of the 44 contained in the 
importation were weighed and the aver- 
age found was filed with the papers. The 
protest was submitted on a memorandum 
of the weight of each cask in kilos, which 
document_was certified by the American 
Consul. Government Consul objected to 
this certicficate as irrelevant and incom- 
petent. ‘“‘The competency of this memor- 
andum as evidence may well be doubted,’’ 
says the decision, “but there can be no 
doubt as to its value. The cases of which 
the weight is given in the memorandum 
are not so identified with those under con- 
sideration in this case that, if there was 
no question as to the competency of the 
memorandum, it would be sufficient on 
which to base a finding of fact.’ ‘there 
was no other testimony offered. 


Unfinished Coal Tar Preparation. 


Merchandise imported by the F. W. 
Braun Company, of Los Angeles, Cal., 
and invoiced as ‘‘ammoniacal glycirihizin’’ 
was assessed with duty at the rate of 
$1.50 per pound and 10 per cent. ad valo- 
rem under paragraph 211 of the tariff act 
of 1897 as ‘“‘saccharine.”” It was claimed 
to be dutiable as a coal tar preparation 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 15. The merchandise being identi- 
cal with that passed upon by the board 
in abstract 10953 (T. D. 27309) the protest 
was sustained and the action of the col- 
lector reversed.

While the week has not shown any 
marked activity, the consuming move- 
ment has, on the whole, manifested an 
improving state of the market. Dealers 
generally report that the aggregate for 
May was hardly up to expectations al- 
though in some instances a gain was 
apparent over the preceding month, for 
some of the dystuffs. Gambier has been 
in active request and the market por- 
trays a firmer undertone, but without 
quotable change. Albumen continues 
scarce and high with blood in active re- 
quest at current quotations. Sumac 
has followed an uneventful course and 
the backward demand values 
appear fairly steady. Nutgalls are in 
better request and upon receipt of fa- 
vorable advices from primary sources 
the spot market assumed a firmer tone 
and the cheaper offerings were with- 
drawn. Acetate of soda is in fair de- 
mand with values firm. Tin crystals 
are again lower in consequence of the 
reduced cost of tin and fair sized sales 
have been made at 25\%c. Prussiate of 
soda continues firm with values well 
sustained. 

ALBUMEN.—There is no change to 
be noted in the spot situation and the 
scarcity noted heretofore is still in 
existence. The demand has been far in 
excess of the available supply and 
dealers are offering sparingly. The 
local situation portrays a decidedly 
firm undertone on the close and a sale 
of a fair size parcel is reported at 
slightly advanced figures. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT. 
jobbing movement is in progress and 
dealers in some quarters report im- 
proved trade conditions over the preced- 
ing week. The situation abroad is re- 
ported firm, but unchanged. Spot quo- 
tations remain at 11%@12c. for the oil 
and 9%@10%c. for the crystals. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The market re- 
mains without new feature to report, 
and despite the backward demand 
prices rest in a fairly steady position.

COCHINEAL.—The present high level 
maintained by dealers serves to re- 
strict the demand for this commodity 
which remains dull and without new 
feature.

CUTCH.—The spot situation remains 
dull and featureless. However the light- 
ness of spot stocks serves to offset any- 
weakening tendencies induced by the 
general quietness. Present quotations 
are 4% @7c. for mat, 5@7c. for boxes and 
8@10c. for slabs. 

DEXTRINE.—The local situation is 
devoid of feature and trade continues 
fairly active on the basis previously re- 
ported. The domestic potato product 
shows no abatment of the strength 
noted in late issues and values are well 
sustained at $2.75@2.90. 

GAMBIER.—While there is no ap- 
preciable movement to note in the con- 
suming demand the market continues 
on a fairly favorable.statistical basis 
and values are well sustained.

The annual report of the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry for 1906, just issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, contains mat- 
ter of unusual interest to the Reporter's 
the current sta-

readers. In addition to 
tistics regarding the manufacture and 
gratuitous distribution of various animal 
remedies in competition with commercial 
concerns, the Bureau describes the prog- 
ress made during the year in testing com- 
mercial cattle and sheep dips and. disin- 
fectants undertaken ‘‘to increase their 
efficiency and at the same timeto decrease 
their cost.’’ The Bureau has also con- 
ducted a series of tests in the feeding of 
cottonseed meal to hogs and although the 
results are rather unfavorable, it is con- 
ceded that they are by no means conclu- 
sive and further tests will be made with 
animals raised by the Bureau in order 
that the subjects of the experiments may 
be kept under constant observation from 
their birth throughout the experimental 
periods. With regard to the tests of dips 
and disinfectants, the report says:— 

“Stock Dips.—Extensive laboratory experi- 
ments have been made in the Biochemic Di- 
vision during the past year with various torins 
of stock dips with the object of increasing the 
efficiency of the dips now used for official 
dipping, and also for the purpose of determin- 
ine the value of dips not now permitted for 
official use. The standardization of dips which 
are as a rule made of crude materials is a 
difficult problem and will no doubt consume 
considerable time, but sufficient progress has 
already heen made to lead us to hope that we 
may succeed in our attempts to increase the 
efficiency of stock dips and at the same time 
to decrease their cost. The laboratory experi- 
ments have progressed to such a point that 
practical field experiments based upon results 
obtained in the laboratory have already been 
ctarted by co-operation of the Biochemic and 
Zoological Divisions with the South Dakota 
Agricultural Experiment Station. Specially 
prepared dips are being tried cn sheep affected 
with scab and are also being tested by com- 
paring their effects upon scab mites removed 
from their host. 

‘“‘An effort has been made to modify crude 
petroleum so as to remove the possibility of the 
injury to cattle which sometimes follows the 
use of the plain crude oil as a dip. As a result 
of these experiments an emulsion was devised 
and reports from field experiments indicate 
that when properly prepared this emulsified oil 
possesses the virtue of the crude oil without 
its injuricus preperties. Further experiments 
with the emulsion are desirable. 

‘‘Disinfectants.—In conjunction with the dip 
experiments a similar line of work has also 
been undertaken with disinfectants. Fair prog- 
ress has been made, and a detailed report of 
the results will soon be submitted for publica- 
eation. The experiments have so far been di- 
rected chiefly toward the determination of the 
relative value of cresol-scap solutions and car- 
bolic acid as germicides, and they point very 
clearly to the fact that cresol-soap solutions 
enntaining cresol in fixed proportions are more 
efficient germicides than carbolic acid in equal 
strength.’’ 

The energies of the Bureau have been 
devoted for several years to the produc- 
tion and distribution of blackleg vaccine, 
and this product more than any other, 
has been brought into direct competition 
with the output of private manufacturers, 
The report states that ‘‘the great demand 
for blackleg vaccine still continues, thus 
showing the confidence of the stockraiser 
in the efficacy of vaccinating his young 
cattle for the prevention of a spontan- 
eous cutbreak of this viruient disease.” 
During the year there were prepared in 
the Patholegical Division and distributed 
among stockraisers 1,350,915 doses of vac- 
cine, a larger quantity than was ever be- 
fore distributed by the Bureau. 

In this connection a table is presented 
showing the results obtained from vac- 
cire distributed during the year 1905. Ac- 
cording to this table 733,421 cattle were 
vaecinated with free vaccine, after which 
3,963 deaths were noted. No figures are 
presented to show what proportion of the 
cattle veecinated were actually exposed 
to the contagion or whether any had ex- 
hibited symptoms of the disease. The 
Bureau assumes, however, that all cattle 
which died within forty-eight hours after 
vaccination must have been infected, and 
it therefore presents the following con- 
clusions :— 


‘After eliminating eattle 


the number of 





which die within forty-eight hours after vac- 
ecination as a result of being already infected 
with blackleg at the time of injection, and 
these whose death has been due to mistakes 
in performing the operation, the number of 
eases that died after vaccination is reduced 
to 3,575, or 0.48 per cent., whereas the losses 
without the use of vaccine were formerly as 
high as 10 or 12 per cent. of the calves pro- 
duced annually in the infected districts.’’ 


Of course the above figures are value- 
less, as absolutely no data are presented 
to indicate the probable death rate dur- 
ing the season the vaccine was used. It 
is a well known fact that all animal dis- 
eases vary largely in virulence during 
different seasons. It is also obvious that 
there is nothing in these figures to show 
that the vaccine produced by the Bureau 
is in any way superior to that supplied 
by private manufacturers. 


With regard to the feeding of cotton- 
seed preducts to hogs, the report says:— 


“Experiments in feeding hogs with cotton- 
seed and cottonsee¢ meal have been conducted 
at the quarantine station at Halethorp, Md., 
during the year by the Animal Husbandry Of- 
fice, in collaboration with the Pathological and 
Pi_chemic Divisions, to test the poisonous qual- 
ities of these feeds, Hogs have been killed 
with cottonseed, cottenseed meal which has 
been cooked, and crdinary choice commercial 
meal. When a varied ration was given in ad- 
dition to cottonseed meal death did not result 
so soon as where only one grain was fed. 
Bran and middlings were found to be little 
better than cornmeal. Experiment station re- 
sults with cornmeal have been confirmed, 
hogs dying in about’four weeks from the time 
feeding cottonseed meal commenced. 
‘‘Post-mortem examinations developed the 
fact that many of the hogs die with very con- 
stant and characteristic lesions of the internal 
organs, viz., a severe hemorrhagic gastro-en- 
teritis, congestion of the liver with parenchy- 
matous degeneration, edema of the lungs, 
cloudy ‘swelling of the kidneys and oftentimes 
a well marked dropsical effusion of the pectoral 
and peritoneal cavities and occasionally in the 
pericardial sac. This effusion is occasionally 
light red in color and in most cases contains 
fibrinous shreds which cling to the visceral 
organs. The edema of the lungs is a very 
constant and marked lesion, Uleerations or ero- 
sions of the gastric and intestinal mucosa are 
seen in the severest cases, and in long-standing 
cases emaciation is quite noticeable. The ex 
periment with bran and middlings will be re- 
peated and tests with fermented meal will be 
begun,

It will be noted that the experiments 
in the feeding of cottonseed products 
were confined to hogs, and that they are 
not regarded by the Bureau’s experts as 
in any way conclusive.

Ground Feldspar as Fertilizer. 


THE MATERIAL MAY PROVE CHEAP AND 
DESIRABLE SUBSTITUTE FOR OTHER 
FORMS OF POTASH—TESTS INDI- 
CATE THAT FELDSPAR MAY BE 
MADE AVAILABLE AS PLANT 
FOOD FOR CERTAIN CROPS, 

BUT RESULTS ARE NOT 
CONCLUSIVE

The Department of Agriculture is about 
to issue a_ bulletin on the efficacy of 
sround feldspar as a fertilizing agent 
based upon its potash content, in the 
course of which, while conceding that this 
material may frequently prove a very 
cheap and desirable substitute for other 
forms of potash, manufacturers and con- 
sumers are warned not to give too much 
credence to the optimistic statements now 
current on the subject. The Bureau of 
Plant Industry is now conducting a series 
of tests which have indicated that under 
certain conditions the potash in feldspar 
is easily made available as plant food for 
certain crops, but the results are by no 
means conclusive and the opinion is ex- 
pressed by the Bureau’s experts that 
much more comprehensive experiments 
must be made before the field of useful- 
ness of this material as a fertilizer—if, 
indeed, it has an important field—can be 
defined. For the information of pro- 
ducers and consumers of fertilizers, Dr. 
A. 8. Cushman has prepared a bulletin 
in which he has incorporated the results 
of the tests made by the Bureau of Plant 
Industry and considerable additional data 
gathered by European and American sci- 
entists. Following is a brief abstract of 
this bulletin:— 


In view of the great demands that are being 
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made upon the agricultural reseurces of the 
country, it @ matter ef vital importance that 
consideration be given te the available sup- 
plies of elements which are necessary to 
sustain and maintain the quality and quantity 
of the crops. It is well known that there are 
three principal fert!lizin materials: Nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, and potash. The dis- 
covery of electrochemical and bacteriological 
processes for fixing the nitrogen of the air, 
thereby changing it into a form in which it 
can be used as a plant food, seems to re- 
move all doubt as to the abundance of the 
supply of this important element for all time 
to come. An enormous geographiccal area of 
this continent is underlain with practically in- 
exhaustible supplies of phosphatic rock, which, 
with the phosphates obtainable in waste bone, 
slaughterhcuse tankage, fish scrap, and the 
basis slags from the iron industry, insure 
a limitless supply of phosphoric acid. 

With regard to potash alone there has been 
reason to feel anxiety. Up to the present time 
no deposit or source of this necessary element 
in any of the forms in which it has een 
heretofore considered available as a_ plant 
food has been discovered or developed this 
country. The Mines of Strassfurt, Ger- 
many, furnish almost the entire supply of 
potash for fertilizer in the United States, 
exclusive of that which is used over and 
over by the processes of natural and green 
manuring. The potash salts, which up to 
this time have been exclusively used for 
fertilizing, consist of muriate, sulphate, ni- 
trate and carbonate, either in a crude or in 
a previously purified condition. Kainite is 
a trade name given to a crude product of 
the German mines, which contains about 1” 
per cent. of actual potash, largely in the 
forms of sulphate and chlorid (muriate), The 
price of the potash unit has shown a tendency 
to increase each year. 

We can trace the source of potash in all its 
forms and wherever found to the igneous 
rocks which constituted the original crust of 
the earth. From the averages obtained from 
the analyses of a large number of crystalline 
rocks of common occurence found in_ this 
country, it is seen that probably the majority 
of all the original rocks contain more than 
ho per cent. of feldspar. There are, however 
a great many different varieties of feldspar. 
The feldspars belong to a type of minerals 
known as silicates, in which aluminum and 
other elements, such as potash, soda, and lime, 
are combined with silica. Pure orthoclase feld- 
spar is a silicate of aluminum and _ potash, 
which theoretically should contain 16.8 per 
cent. of potash (KO). As a matter of fact 
it is extremely difficult to find an example of 
pure orthoclase, and in most of the feldspars, 
which occur in large deposits, the potash is to 
4 greater or less extent replaced by soda or 
lime, or both. For this reason it is im- 
possible to tell without a chemical analysis 
how much potash any given feldspar will 
contain. A cubic foot of granite weighs about 
170 pounds; on a 5 per cent. basis, 8.5 pounds 
of this is potash. <A quarry 100 feet square 
and 100 feet in depth of such rock would 
therefore contain 8,500,000 pounds of potash 
(K,O). It is at once aparent that nature of- 
fers a limitless supply of raw material which 
only awaits an economical process to make 
the potash available. 

In many localities there occur 
or depoeits of more or less 
which usually run higher in 
true granite rocks. These large deposits, 
which occur in a great many of the States, 
have been developed in Maine, Connecticut, 
Pennsy!vania, New York, and Maryland, 
where they have been mined extensively and 
the feldspar ground to fine powder, principally 
for use in potteries, but none of these de- 
nosits will run on the average much more 
than 8 to 10 per cent. For pottery use it is 
essential that the spar should melt in a kiln 
fire to a clear white glass, and it must 
therefore be almost entirely free from rica 
or tron-bearing minerals For this reason 
there are large quantities of materials at 
every feldspar quarry. which, though unfit 
for pottery use, would be valuable if any 
method were known of making potash avail 
able 
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whether fine-ground feldspar 
can be used as a potash fertilizer has been a 
matter of controversy for many years. There 
is a large and widely scattered literature on 
the subject, an examination of which shows 
that the matter has been debated with much 
vigor and sometimes with prejudice and in- 
tolerance on both sides. It is easy to find the 
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published records of a number of experiments, 
wede by trained and thoroughly competent 
agriculturists, which tend to show that ground 
feldspar is am efficient potash fertilizer. On 
the other hand, a number of experiments seem 
te indicate that the potash is only slightly 
available, while others would appear to show 
that the ground rock is entirely useless. On 
account of the large interests involved in the 
settlement of this question it is not difficult 
to see why vigorous differences of opinion and 
even unjust prejudice should have arisen. 
When, however, trained investigators reach op- 
posite conclusions, based upon experimental ey- 
idence. we are forced to the opinion that while 
ground feldspar may be a useful fertilizer 
under certain conditions, it is not so under 
others, It is the object of this bulletin to pre- 
sent and discuss as fully as possible all the 
evidence that can be obtained on both sides 
of this important question. 

The results of many European tests are here 
quoted, some of which are favorable while 
the others are adverse, scientific opinion being 
about evenly balanced as to the fertilizing 
value of ground feldspar for its potash con- 
tent, the negative opinion being based chiefly 
upon the ground that while this material un- 
doubtedly contains very substantial quantities 
of potash, the fertilizing factor is not in an 
available form for plant food. Dr. Cushman 
then summarizes the results of a series of tests 
made by the Bureau of Plant Industry with 
tobacco, both in the greenhouse and on com- 
mercial tobacco growers’ farms in Connecticut 
and Florida, which were highly satisfactory 
Finely ground feldspar was used in these ex- 
periments, and the potash content appears to 
have been as completely available as the 
potassium carbonate used for comparative 
checking purposes. These tests demonstrate 
that fine grinding is a very important factor in 
rendering the potash available, and also that 
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the longer the period required by a crop to 
mature the more efficient does the feldspar be- 
come as a fertilizing agent. 

In conclusion it is stated that no claim is 
made that ground feldspar is an efficient sub- 
stitute, under all circumstances, for potash 
salts. The effort has been to present all the 
evidence whieh could be collected, both for and 
against the use of ground feldspar as a fer- 
tilizer. The question is still open, and sys- 
tematic and long-continued experimentation is 
the only possible method of obtaining conclu- 
sive information on the subject. The evidence 
so far obtained appears to indicate that under 
certain conditions and with certain crops feld- 
spar can be made useful if it is ground suf- 
ficiently fine. On the other hand, it is highly 
probable that under other conditions the addi- 
tion of ground feldspar to the land would be a 
useless waste of money. At the present stage 
of the investigation it would be extremely un 
wise for any one to attempt to use ground 
rock, except on an experimental scale that 
would not entail great financial loss. 

The subject must be approached conservative- 
ly, with due regard to business economy. Sen- 
sationalism and exaggeration invariably do 
harm. It is extremely unlikely that ground 
rock will ever entirely displace the use of pot- 
ash salts, for its availability must inevitably 
depend upon many modifying conditions, such 
as the nature of the soil, the amount of mois- 
ture present, the character of the other fertil- 
izers used and the varying root action of dif- 
ferent crops. With tobacco the results so 
far obtained have been encouraging, but it is 
possible that this plant, which is a voracious 
feeder, can make use of the potash in fine- 
ground feldspar to a greater extent than other 
fast-growing crops, such as potatoes and the 
cereals, some of which mature in practically 
sixty days, and must therefore find their plant 
food in a highly available condition. 
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
